Covenant, do ſignify a Vill or Teſtament, or Diſpoſal of 
an Eſtate and Goods for the Benefit of the certain Survi- 
wors. So that God's new Covenant, or the Covenant of 
Grace, is the Model or Platform of God's Way of Sal- 
vation of Sinners, by Jeſus Chriſt, and of giving them 
all neceflary Grace in the Way thereto. In 

Seventhly. The Word Covenant is taken in Scrip- 
ture, for the Soul's Conſent to the Terms of the Covenant; 
and the folemn Promiſe that any one may make of ob- 
Erving God's Revealed Will, as their Rule of Faith and 
Practice. Nebem. ix. 38. We make a ſure Covenant, and 
write it and ſeal it, Covenants between Man and Man 
were ſometimes tranſacted with much Solemnity. And 
furely then, our covenanting with God ſhould be ſo; 
when we have to do with a jealous God, that ſearcheth 
the Heart, and can avenge the Quarrels of bis Covenant. 
In one or other of theſe Acceptations of the Word Co- 
venant, we are to underſtand the ſeveral Covenants, that 
we read of in the Word of God. I will cloſe this Chap- 
ter with this Note, That a Covenant, properly ſpeaking, 
is an Agreement between Equals, and as near as they can

And in failure thereof this Covenant will 
follow them with a Curſe; Gal. iii. 10. By that Cove- 


nant Man was forbidden the uſe of one of the Trees in 
the Garden of Eden, upon Pain of Death; Gen. ii. 17. 


This was called the Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil. 

Fourthly. Man was under the ſtrongeſt Obligations to 
comply with the Terms of that Covenant; and every 
thing elſe that his Lord ſhould require: and if he had 
not complied therewith, even that Refuſal had been his 
Sin, 

Fifthly. This Prohibition was no Part of the Moral 
Law, which God had written in Man's Heart; but a 
certain Teſt, choſen out on purpoſe, for a Trial of 
Man's Obedience to his Creator and Sovereign Lord, 
That Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil had no Virtue 
at all in it, to make Man more wiſe, or knowing, or 
happy; but it bears that Name, that it might ſignify to 
Man, that if they did break the Covenant, they would

Sixthly. This Prohibition was of ſuch a Nature, that

Eighthly. Man, now fallen, is utterly unable to per- 
form the Conditions of the Covenant of Works; being 
blind in his Mind, and cannot know his Duty; bhar- 
dened in his ———— — his Will, and has 
no mind to do, or ſo much as to know the Will of God; 
corrupt and carnal in his Affections; fooliſh in his 
Choice; loving Sin, hating Holineſs z therefore fallen 
Man can never obtain eternal Life by that Covenant 
that Door of Salvation is entirely ſhut up; God has con- 
cluded all under Sin, both Jews and Gentiles ; there is 
none righteous, no not one; Roms. iii. 10. 

Ninthly, It is impoſſible for fallen Man to be juſtified 
by the Works of the Law» He cannot ſatisfy the Law 
for his od Debt of original Sin; for all his actual Obe- 
dience is due to God and his Law, and cannot make a- 
mends for former Sins. Beſides, whateyer good thing 
any Man may perform, it cannot be done by fallen Man 
in his own Strength. If the Conditions of the Covenant 
of Works ſhould now be made milder, by the Grace of 
God in Chriſt, than once they were, as ſome have thought, 
and God ſhould make ſuch a merciful Abatement of- the 
firſt Demands of the Law, as to require but one goad 
Action, or one good Word, or one good Thought, as the 
Condition of our Juſtification z. fallen Man, of himſelf, 
could not perform that Condition: he cannot think — aw 
Thought. Abraham himſelf was not juſtified by Mort 
before God; his Faith was juſtified by Works, but not 
his Perſon ; and he was juſtified before Men by his 
Works, but not before God. 

Tenthly. There was an abſolute Neceſſity of another 
Way of Salvation; and that Way Infinite Wiſdom has 
found out by the Settlement of the Covenant of Grace 
made with Jeſus Chriſt, to ſave his People from their 
Sins, and from eternal _ and bring them n | 
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Life, through the Merits of Jeſus Chriſt. Thy | 
dience and Death of Chriſt, as a Surety for his People, , Ml. 

is that perfect Righteouſneſs, that every way anſwers the 

Demands of the Holy Law : nay, it magnifies the Law, 

and makes it honourable ; it honours the Law more than 

all the Obedience of mere Creatures could ever have 
done. Thus the Lord Jeſus Chriſt fulfill'd the Condi- 
| tions of the Covenant of Works in his own Perfon. As he 

was made under the Law, Gal. iv. 4. fo the Law requir d 
of him the beſt Obedience that he could bring to it as 

Man; but the Law of God could not lay claim to his 
15 Obedience as he was God : for ſo he was infinitely above 
ht the Law; ſo that though the Lord Jeſus Chriſt had no 
3 need (as the Prieſts under the Law) to offer Sacrifice 
firſt for his own Sins, yet as Man he muſt obey the Law 
for himſelf, being made under the Law; yet there was 
Infinite Merit in his Obedience, as it was brought to the 
Law by him that was Very God, as well as Very Man. 
Thus, as the cloſe Union of the human Nature with his 
divine Perſon gave Value to his one Offering, (for his 
Blood was the Blood of him that was Very God) ſo the 
ſame Union gave Value to his Obedience. I ſhall con- 
clude this Chapter with this Queſtion, Whether the 2 
Fews, under the Old Teſtament, were under the Cove- 
nant of Works? Anſwer; No. They were under the 
Moral Law as a Rule of Life, but not as a Covenant to 
ſeek Life by. They are often ſaid to be under the Old 
Teſtament or the Old Covenant; but that is not intended 
of the Covenant of Forks, but of the Covenant made 
with them at Mount Sinai; wherein they were directed 
to Jeſus Chriſt, the one great Sacrifice for Sin, and to 
the ſprinkling of his Blood under proper Types thereof. 
Had they been under the Law as a Covenant of Works, 
then they would have been under two differing Cove- 
nants at the fame time; and thus the Moral and Cere- 
monial Laws would have claſh'd one againſt another. 
The Moral Law would have ſent them into themſelves 
for a juſtifying Righteouſneſs z and the Ceremonial Law 
would have directed them to a Righteouſneſs without ' 
them, even to the Lord Jeſus Chriſt.

HEN God brought the Children

of Egypt, he made a Covenant with them. Un- 


der that Diſpenſation he gave them the judicial Law, to 
direct and govern them as a Nation: And it was a moſt 
juſt and equal Law; but is not in all Points now of 


Force to other Nations, any farther than it with 


the Moral Law. God alſo gave them the Ceremonial 
Law, to direct their Worſhip ; this being a Shadoty of 
good Things to come [and of which, the Body and Sub- 
ſtance was Chriſt] is done away, now the Subſtance is 


come. They had alſo the Moral Law, which is to abide 


ng Rule of Life 
both to the Jews and Gentiles ; Believers and Unbelievers. 


to the End of the World, as a ſtandi 


The Covenant at Mount Sinai was not a

Works, but a Covenant of Grace; though it was a dark 
Diſpenſation of it. Under this Covenant, God in giv- 
ing the Moral Law did bring to their Remembrance the 
Covenant of Yorks, with a deſign to bring them off 
from the Pride of their Hearts, and to let them know 
that it was impoſſible for fallen Man to obtain Juſtifica- 
tion and Eternal Life by that Covenant: And alſo to put 
them upon ſecking another Way of Juſtification and 
Salvation. Hence that Covenant is faid to be a Mini- 
ſtration of Death or of Condemnation: So that no Man 
ever lived as to the Eternal State of his Soul by virtue 


of that Covenant. But Salvation was obtained only 
| #hbrougb Faith in the Obedience and Righteouſneſs of Je- 
ſus Chriſt, Believers were ſaved under that Covenant, 
but not by virtue of being under it; but being in the 
Covenant of Grace through Faith in Chriſt Jeſus, Nei- 
ther did impenitent Sinners periſh through any Shortneſs 
of the Sinai-Covenant ; but through the Curſe. of the 
Broken Law falling upon them through Unbelief, and 
their * of the Better Sacrifice of Jeſus Chriſt to 
come. e are now to ſhew that the Sinai- Covenant, 


was, for the Subſtance of it, a Covenant of Grace; 


and there are many Reaſons ſo to conclude. For, 
Firſt. Men were not directed, by it, to look for a 
Righteouſneſs from their Own Obſervation of chat Law 
or Covenant: Indeed we have Reaſon to think that many, 
in that Day, did look for Righteouſneſs that way; but 
that was their Miſtake even as it is with ſome now; 
under the clearer Goſpel-Diſpenſation, that go about to 
eftabliſh their own Righteouſne/s, and do wot ſubmit them- 
ſelves to the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt. But this is no Proof 
that they were under the Covenant of Works, by any | 
Appointment of God, any more than we are under the 
Covenant of Works now: For we are under Grace; 
under the Goſpel of Grace, that directs Men to look to 
another, even to our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, for a better 
Righteouſneſs than their own: And ſo were they direct- 
ed to look to Chriſt under the Singi-Covenant 3 though 
they had their Look through many Types, Figures and

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Secondly. The Covenant at Sinai was the Covenant of 
Grace; for it was 4 ceſs Things to come. It 
pointed out the Perſon, the Offices, th and one 
Offering of Chriſt, and his RefurreQtion, with the Be- 
nefits of his Purchaſe, and ſo that Law, or Covenant, 
was their Schoolmaſter ts bring them to Chriſt. Or, was 
their Schoolmaſter until Chriſt ; till Chriſt ſhould come 
in the Fleſh, they were ſent thither to School to learn 
Chriſt. But Chriſt is not to be learnt by the Covenant 
of Works, If the Covenant at Sinai had not taught 
them Jeſus Chriſt ; then when Jeſus Chriſt ſhould come, 
they would have had all to learn again: And Jeſus 
Chriſt muſt have taught them ſomething contrary to 
what Moſes had taught them; but it was otherwiſe: For 
Jeſus Chriſt taught them * but what Moſes, in the 
Law and the Pro — had taught them before: So that 
Jeſus Chriſt and This Righteouſneſs were in Sinai Cove- 
nant, though they were, like Children, under an Uſher, 
and the New Covenant teaches them more plainly the 
ſame things, that they had been put to learn before; as 
_ be ſeen in three or four things; 

. The Ceremonial-Law pointed out Jeſus Chriſt un- 
2 che Perſon of the High-Prieſt, offering Sacrifice and 
making Interceſſion, through the Blood of the Sacrifices. 

2. Their Paſſover was a Type of Jeſus Chriſt, our 
Paſſwoer ſacrificed for us, 1 Cor. v. 7.

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- Fourthly. The Sinai-Covenant was the Covenant of 
Grace; or no Soul could have been W and ſaved 
under that Covenant; for no meer „ fince the Fall, 
was ever ſaved by that Covenant: becauſe no Man was 
ever able to perform the Conditions of that Covenant. 
Moſes, Aaron, Joſhua, David and many more, who went 
to Heaven, were under the Sinai- Covenant; yet were 
ſaved by the Grace of God even as We: for thete is but 
one Way of Salvation for Jews and Gentiles, As xiii.11. 
We believe, through the Grace of God, we Fox be ſaved 
even as they. God has had but one Way of Salvation for 


Sinners, both before and ſince the coming of Chriſt in 


the Fleſh; that is, by the Righteouſneſs of Faith, or by 
the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt. And indeed, it would not 
have been conſiſtent with the Righteouſneſs and Goodneſs 
of God, to have put fallen Man upon ſeeking a Righ- 
teouſneſs by the Works of the Law; for then their Sal- 
vation would have been utterly impoſſible, as all are Sin- 
ners by Nature. | 
Fiſibhy. The Covenant of Works made no Proviſion 
for Repentance : But ſaid, the Soul that finneth ſhall die. 
And curſed is every one that continueth not in all things 
writien in the Book of the Law to do them, Gal. iii. 10. 8 
That's the Voice of the Covenant of Works; but Sinai- | 
Covenant provided for the Pardon of Sin: It provided 
Sacrifices for Sin; and the Blood of the Sacrifices took 
away Sin typically; and if their Faith look'd forward | 
to the Blood of Chriſt, that is, to the Righteouſneſs of 
Chriſt, they had Pardon of Sin really. See how this 
was ſet forth under that Diſpenſation, Zxod. xxxiv. at 
the giving out the Moral-Law, ver. 6, 7. The Lord pro- 
claimed bis Name, the Lord merciful and gracious, long- 
ſuffering, abundant in Goodneſs and Truth, keeping Mercy | 
for thouſands, forgiving Iniquity, Tranſgreſſion and Sin, 
Lev. iv. 20. The Prie hall make Atonement for him, and 
bis Sin ſhall be forgiven him. So ver. 26, 31, 35, We 
have the ſame thing repeated. Therefore the Sinai-Cove- 
nant was the Covenant of Grace. And as Sinai-Cove- 
nant e Pardon of Sin for true Penitents, ſo it 
provided Strength by which che Soul might do its Work: 
7 Buy 
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But the Covenant of Works was like Pharaob's Taſk- 
Maſters; it exacts all their Labour without providing 
Aſſiſtance. And if any Man ſhould be ſenſible of his 
Sin, and ſay as Judas did, I bave ſinned, the Law can 
ſay nothing better than the Prieſts did to him, See tbeu 
to that. The Office of the Law is to accuſe and con- 
demn for Sin, but it cannot help; for the Covenant of 
Works can give no more than is contain'd in it, But 
Sinai-Covenanrt did point out Jeſus Chriſt and his Righ- 
teouſneſs, and the Virtue of his Blood, as the very Re- 
medy that wounded Souls need: therefore the Sinai Co- 


venant was the Covenant of Grace. 


Sixtbly. The Covenant of Works had no Promiſe ex- 
preſs d, [tho' there was a Promiſe imply*d, on Condi- 


tion of perfect Obedience] but the Sinai-Covenant, was a 


Covenant of Promiſes; therefore was an Edition of the Co- 
venant of Grace. Under that Diſpenſation God declared 
himſelf to be their God, and called them his People, and 
proclaimed Mercy to thouſands of them that love him 
and keep his Commandments. Mercy and Grace are the 


= fame thing, in itſelf ; but there was no Mercy or Grace 
for a Sinner, but by the Covenant of Grace. Now, if 


Chriſt, his Righteouſneſs, his Mercy and Grace were ia 
the Sizai-Covenant ; then it was the Covenant of Grace, 
And if it was ſo to any ene Man under it, it muſt needs 
he ſo to every Man; for Mens acting well or ill under 
it, could not change the Nature of the Covenant, or the 
Deſign of God in and by y. 

It was neceſſary that the Covenant of Grace ſhould 
be a Covenant of Promiſes ; becauſe Man by Sin had 
forfeited all that was good; beſides he lay liable to eter- 
nal Death for the Guilt of Sin upon his Soul. Now it 
was needful that a free Promiſe thould be put into the 
Covenant of Grace; for had there been no ſuch Pro- 
viſion, the Sinner had been miſerable. And it was 
as needful that it ſhould be a free Promiſe, becauſe it 
could never be deſerved; if it was not of Grace, ic 
would never become ours. Herein lies a very material 
Difference between the Covenant of Works and the Co-

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need of it to procure Pardon of Sin; Hob. ix. 22. for 
without ſhedding of Blood there is no Remuſſion : for it is 
only through the Blood of Chriſt that we can obtain 
Forgiveneſs of Sins. Eph. i. 7. We have Redemption, 
through his Blood, the En weng, of Sint, according to the 
Riches of his Grace.

But the 
Covenant of Works was not a Teſtament, therefore was 
not dedicated with Blood: But the Sinai-Covenant was 
a Teſtament, therefore was dedicated with Blood. It 
is true, that Covenant was dedicated with the Blood of 
Beaſts, but that was a Type of the. Blood of Chriſt: 
And thus was Jeſus Chriſt the Lamb ſlain, from the 
Foundation of the World. | | | 
Eighthly. The Sinai-Covenant was the Covenant of 
Grace: for it revealed, ſigned and ſealed the Righteou/- 
weſs of Faith, that is, the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt.” Cir- 
cumciſion is called a Covenant; becauſe ig was the Sign 
and Seal of the $inai-Covenant ; and it WW a Seal of the 
Righteouſneſs of Faith. Rom. iv. 11. He received Cir- 
cumciſion, a Seal of the Righteouſneſs of Faith ; that is, the 
Foy Way oo r or of Chriſt, Rom. iii. 22. Even 
the Righteouſneſs of God, which is by Faith of Jeſus Cbhri 
Now, "7 the ſame Nature that * — op the ov 
Nature muſt the Covenant be, of which Circumciſion 
was the Seal. Then Jeſus Chriſt and his Righteouſneſs

Ninthly. If Sizai-Covenant had been the Covenant of 
Works, then it would have been a Miniſtration utterly 
in vain ; for it never obtained its End, in any one Soul 
that ever was under it. Gal. iii. 2 1. F there had been a 
Law given, which could have given Life, verily Righteouſ- 
neſs ould bave been by the Law, But it was impoſlible 
far fallen Man to obtain Righteouſneſs, . before God, 
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chat Way: therefore God never intended it. When 
God dealt with upright Man, by a Covenant of Works, 
he gave Man Power to fulfil the Conditions of that Co- 
venant——God brought the Covenant of Works to re- 
membrance, at Sinai, to convince them of the Impoſſibi- 
lity of their obtaining Salvation by that Covenant: even 
as our Lord Jeſus Chriſt did, under the Goſpel, or 
New- Covenant. Matt. xix. 16. One came unto bim, ſay- 
ing, Good Maſter, what good thing ſball I do, that I may 
have eternal Life? Jeſus anſwered him; If thou wilt en- 
ter into Life, keep the Commandments, ver. 20. The young 
Man anſwered him, All theſe things have I kept from my 
Fouth up. Jelus Chriſt took this Method with him to 
convince him that he came ſhort of keeping the Com- 
mandments ; for that he neither lov'd God or Man, as 
he ſhould do. And this Deſign was to humble the proud 
Man ; and to convince him that Salvation muſt be 
look'd for ſome other Way, that is, thro' the Righteouſ- . 
neſs of Faith. Wherefore then ſerveth the Law? It was 
added, becauſe of Tranſgreſſion. The Moral Law was ad- 
ded to the Promiſe, or to the Ceremonial Law, that 
both together might ſerve unto one great End; that is, 
that one might ſhew Men their [off Condition, and the 
other might ſhew them the Remedy which God had pro- | 
vided in Jeſus Chriſt for loſt Souls. | — 
From all which it appears, that the Sinai- Covenant 
was the Covenant of Grace, and differed nothing from 
the New Covenant, as to the Subſtance of it, but only 
with reſpect to the Adminiſtration. They beheld the 


ſame Objects that the People of God now do; only be 
they ſaw them through Veils and Shadows, we ſee them, for 
as it were, with open Face; 2 Cor. iii. 18. We have net 
not other Objects to look upon; but the ſame God, the :

If they had ſaid, then 
1hmael would have been under the Covenant of Grace, 
as well as Jace, it had been a very juſt Concluſion; but 
there is a vaſt Difference between a Perſon's being under 
the Covenant, and being in the Covenant; for all that are 
now under the Goſpel are under the Covenant of Grace;

nant of Works. Then it might as well be ſaid, #bat 
need the Covenant of Here? for the Covenant of Grace

CHA P. VIII. 


Some Miſtakes about the Covenant of Grace corrected; 
we are not under two Covenants. The Ad of 
Faith does not juſtify us. Sincerity does not come 
in the room of perfect Obedience. Faith and Re- 
pentance are not proper Conditions of the Covenant. 
God does not diſpenſe with bis Law. The Doctrine 
of Man's Inability no Hindrance to Salvation in 


s Way, TY 
WI have faid that the Covenant, with regard to 
3 - 


Jeſus Chriſt, has proper Conditions; and = 


— ' — 
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the Lord Jeſus Chriſt performed them all ; but as to the 
many Sons that are to be brought to Glory by Chriſt; 
there are no proper Conditions in the-Covenant, tho? 
there is much for them to do, as neceſſary to Salvation. 
But when we ſpeak of the Covenant, we have much to 
do to guard againft the two Extremes, and keep the 
Middle, which is the ſafeſt and only right Way. 
Firſt. We have to do with ſome who ſay, that Jeſus 
Chriſt has done all for them, and has left nothing for 
them to do. To ſuch we anſwer, That as to Merit, and 
Settlement of the Way of Salvation, the Lord Jeſus 
Chriit our Surety has done all for us, and has left no- 
thing for us to do. He trod the Wine-preſs alone, and of 
the People there were none with him, Iſai. Ixiii. 3. But in 
point of Duty, on our Part, and as to the Means of the 
Application of his Purchaſe, he has left much for us to 
do, as Means neceſſary, yea, abſolutely neceſſary, in 
order to Salvation. And tho? not proper Conditions of 
the Covenant, yet they are ſo far Conditions as they are 
Means without which no Soul ſhall be ſaved ; theſe are, 
Faith, Repentance, and Helineſs. It is Preſumption 
for any to expect to get to Heaven without them, 
2 Tefl ii. 13. God has choſen, you to Salvation through 
Saftification of the Spirit, and Belief of the Truth. We 
muſt hear, that we may believe; for Faith comes by bear- 
ing. And we muſt believe, that we may be juſtified, 
Afs Xii1. 39. And we muſt be holy here, that we may 
be happy hereafter ; for without Holineſs no Man ſhall ſee 
the Lord. Tho' the Covenant of Grace conſiſts of abſo- 
lute Promiſes, I will be their God, and they ſhall be my 
People; I will write my Laws in their Hearts; I will be 
merciful to their Unrighteouſneſſes, and their Sins and their 
Tniquities will I remember no more. Yet there is much 
for the People of God to do by way of Duty. This is 
ſometimes added to the Promiſes themſelves, I will put 
my Spirit within you, and cauſe you to walk in my Statutes, 
and keep my Commandments, and do them. . But this ma 
.be the Comfort of the People of God, that what he cal 
for, that alſo is put into the Promiſes, God has en 
by Covenant, for his own Part and theirs, J. 
2 g 5 XXXII. 40. 
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xxxii. 40. I will make an everlaſting Covenant with them, 
that I will not turn away from them to do them good; but 
I will put my Fear in their Hearts, that they ſhall not de- 
part away from me. And it is the ſincere Deſire of a 
true Chriſtian that he may never t from the Word, 
Work and Ways of God; for this they affectionately 
pray, Eſal. cxix. 5. O that my Ways were direfed to keep 
thy Statutes. And unto this they alſo moſt ſole 
bind themſelves, V. 106. I have ſworn, and I will perform 
it, that I will keep thy righteous Fudgments. What God 
requires the gracious Soul deſires. | : 

Secondly. We have to do alſo with thoſe that run into 
another Extreme; and may, unawares, aſcribe more to 
our Faith, Obedience, and good Works, than are due 
to them. Perhaps they are not ſo apt to err about the 
Works of the Law, as about the Obedience of the 
Goſpel. G2 6 I ve 

1. Some hold, that we are partly under the Covenant 
of Works, and partly under the Covenant of Grace. 
If this were true, then we are now in a worſe Condition 
than the Jes were under the Siuai- Covenant; for that 
was not a mixt Covenant, neither can it be ſhewn from 
the Bible, that ever there was any ſuch Covenant, which 
conſiſted partly of Works, and partly of Grace. The 
Covenant of Works had no Grace in it, any further 
than it was a Covenant of Friendſhip; it had no Provi- 
fion of Mercy in it, no Help for Duty, no Recovery 
after a Fall, no Pardon, no Repentance. And the Co- 
venant of Grace has no Works in it, no proper Condi» 
tions of obtaining any of its Bleſſings, tho? it calls for 
the Obedience of the whole Life Grace ever inclines 
the Soul to good Works, but there are no good:Works 
before Grace; much leſs do thoſe good Works, which a 
natural Man may be ſuppoſed to do, diſpoſe him for the 
Grace of God, or . him to the Bleſſings of the Co- 
venant. The Soul can bring nothing to the 
but having received Covenant-Mercies, it has much 10 
do, and much to lay out, for the Honour of God, the 
Goſpel, and the Service of Souls If Faith, Juſtifica- 
e 
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and a Gift by Grace, then we obtain them without our 
Money and our Price. So that our good Works do not 
come into the Article of our Juſtiſication, but of our 
Santtification. | 
But mg this Miſtake of ſome good Men lies here, 
that whereas the Covenant of Grace 1s a Covenant of 
Promiſes, therefore they ſuppoſe that ſomething muſt be 
borrow'd from the Law to * Rule of Duty. But we 
muſt obſerve, that the Covenant of Grace lays Men un- 
der the ſtricteſt Bonds and Obligations to good Works 
and Holineſs, Heb. xii. 14. Without Holineſs no Man ſball 
fee the Lord. Chriſtians are called to do good Works, 
and to be always abounding in the Work of the Lord, 1 Cor. 
xv. 58. But then we muſt have a care of putting them 
in the Place of Chriſt and his Righteouſneſs ; not to do 
them to be accepted of God for them. We need not 
fay we are under a Covenant of Works, for fear any 
ſhould take Occaſion from the Doctrines of free Grace 
to live in Sin; for the Covenant of Grace itſelf calls for 
Obedience and Holineſs from all that are under it; the 


Goſpel itſelf calls for Holineſs, Tit. ii. 11. The Grace of 


God which brings Salvation, teacheth us, that denying Un- 
godlineſs and worldly Luſts, we ſhould live ſoberly, righte- 
ouſly and godly, in this preſent evil World. And the 
Grace of God itſelf reacheth the ſame, 1 Jobn iii. 9. He 
that is born of God ſinnetb not; and he cannot ſin, becauſe 
bs is born of God. He doth not fin as others do, and as 
he himſelf uſed to do; that is, with Love and Delight, 
ſo as to make a Trade of it. And he cannot fin with 
Pleaſure, nor can he fin unto Death. Thus the Cove- 
nant of Grace calls for good Works, and charges Chriſ- 
tians not to be weary in well-doing : But herein lies the Ex- 
cellency of the Covenant of Grace, that whatſoever 
ood Works it calls for, it alſo provides Strength for the 
oing of them ; the Goſpel enforces Duty and Obedience 
from the Love of Chriſt, 2 Cor. v. 14. The Love of Chrif 
conſtrainetb us. If ye love me, keep my Commandments. 
The Goſpel tells us that Jeſus Chriſt is the Autbor of Sal. 


vation to them that obey vim, Heb. v. 9. 
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1.) By putting away Sin, by ſincere Repentance ; for 
that is Obedience to a great Goſpel Command, As 
xvii. 30. God now commandeth all Men every where to 
repent. 

4 By believing in the Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; for that's 
Obedience to another great Command of the Goſpel, 
1 Jobn iii. 23. This is his [God's] Commandment, that we 
ſhould believe in the Name of bis Son Jeſus Chriſt. 

3.) Obey him, by living holy; for that alſo is an- 
other great and neceſſary Command of the Goſpel, 
1 Pet. i.

Objection. F our own Obedience to God is not the Way 
of our Juſtification, why has God ſaid, Rom. ui. 23. The 
Doers of the Law are juſtified ? 

Anſw. 1. To inform them that the Law has now full 
Power to juſtify any one that can do what the Law re- 

uires. 

, 2. To convince Men that Juſtification by the Works 
of the Law 1s utterly impoſſible ; becauſe fallen Man 
cannot bring perfect Obedience to the Law. 

3. To convince them, that the Goſpel-Way of Juſti- 
fication is not only the ſafeſt and moſt comfortable, but 
b indeed the only Way of a Sianer's Juſtification before 

od. 

I conclude this Head with ſaying that Believers are un- 
der the Moral Law as a Rule of Life, but not as a Co- 
venant of Life; for ſo they are under Grace, under a 
Diſpenſation of Grace. But they are created in Cbriſt 
Jeſus unto good Works, which God had before ordained 
that we ſhould walk in them. Not to merit by them, 
not to put them in the Place of Chriſt's Righteouſ- 
neſs; but for other Ends, for the Honour of God, 
for the Proof of our Faith, and that we are Trees of 
Righteouineſs. The Lord Jeſus Chriſt perform'd every 
thing that was properly conditional, in the Covenant of 
Grace; yet he has left much for his People to do, as 
their neceſſary Duty. There is a ſpiritual Liberty where- 
with Jeſus Chriſt hath made his People free; as, from 
the Guilt of Sin, and from _ and Condemnation, 
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and from the Power and Dominion of Sin, and from the 
Yoke and Burthen of the Ceremonial Law, but not from 
the Moral Law as a Rule of Life; not from Service to 
God; this is no Part of the Liberty wherewith Chriſt 
has made us free; nor do ſincere Chriſtians defire an 


ſuch Liberty. Good Works do not begin till Grace 4 


planted in the Heart, that makes the Tree good, and 
then the Soul deſires to bring forth Fruit to old Age, 
and to ſeek for Glory in patient Continuance in Well- 
doing. 

3 hold, that our Act of Faith is imputed to 
us, or accepted of God for our Righteouſneſs; theſe 
readily acknowledge that a Man cannot be juſtified be- 
fore God by the Works of the Law, Gal. ii. 16. By the 
Works of the Law ſhall no Man living be juſtified. The 
Works of the Law have their excellent Uſes, but not 
this Uſe, to be our juſtifying Righteouſneſs ; but they 
ſuppoſe, that our Faith may be accepted of God for our 
Righteouſneſs, or makes our Perſons accepted of God. 

Faich makes our Perſons, and Obedience makes our 
40 Actions, approved of God.“ Dr. Taylor on Chriſt's 
Temptations, p. 37. Theſe are neither of them true, 
for both our Perſons and our Services are accepted of God 
only through the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt imputed to us 
thro* Faith. But the Act of Faith cannot juſtify ; for 
there is ſomething lacking is it, Faith Juſtifies as a Means 
or Inſtrument to take hold of the Righteouſneſs of Jeſus 
Chriſt. Faith is the Hand of the Soul to receive Chriſt ; 
we are ſaid to be juſtified by Faith, becauſe Faith is the 
only Means whereby we receive and reſt upon Jeſus 
Chriſt alone for Salvation; Love, or good Works, can- 
not do this Office: The Act of Faith cannot juſtify us, 
it is not that fer which we can be juſtified, becauſe the 
Bleſſings of the Covenant were not promiſed to Jeſus 
Chriſt upon Condition of our Faith, but upon Condition 
of what Chriſt himſelf ſhould do and ſuffer in the room 
of his People; if the Act of Faith is the Matter of our 
Juſtification, then we are juſtified by ſome Work of 
Righteouſneſs which wwe have done; for tho? the Gift of 
Faith is God's, yet the A of Faith is ours, Rom. x. — 
Wii

With the Heart Man believeth to Righteouſneſs. Our juſti- 
fying Righteouſneſs is the Righteouſneſs of God, of him 
t was and is very God; not that which God helps #s 

to do, but that which Jeſus Chrift himſelf has done, Tit. 
iii. 5. Not by Works of Righteonſheſs which we have done, 
but by his Mercy he Javed us; if Faith and Repentance 
are Works of Righteouſneſs, tho they are not Works of 
the Law, but of the Goſpel, yet being Works that we 
have done, they cannot be the Matter of our Juſtification 
before God, but ſomething that Chriſt has done; not 
wrought within us, but done without us; that muſt be 
the Matter of our Juſtification before God. The Grace 
of the New Covenant goes before any Condition or Qua- 
lification we can bring to itz many gracious Promiſes of 
the New Covenant take place upon the Soul before it can 
poſſibly perform any ſuppoſed Condition of the Cove- 
nant; as for inſtance, before any can repent or believe, 
God muſt bring him from Death to Life; God muſt write 
his Laws in the Heart, and put his Spirit within him; for 
Faith and Repentance are our Als, and are Acts of a 
living Soul; therefore, tho* our A# of Faith is required, 
in order of Nature, before our Juſtification, yet the Ha- 
bit of Faith is wrought in the Heart before it can be act- 
ed by us; fo that Pardon of Sin is not the Reward of 
our Faith, but our Faith and Pardon of Sin toe are both 
the Fruits of free Grace; therefore our Act of Faith can- 
not be the Matter of our Juſtification before; God. So 
that to ſum up the whole under this Head, let us obſerve 
that as none are actually juſtified before God till they be- 
lieve in Chriſt, we are not juſtified before Faith, ſo we 
are not juſtified for our Faith, neither can be, becauſe 
our Faith is our Duty, what we owe to God, therefore 
there can be no Merit in it. Beſides, my Faith is not 
what I bring to God, but what I receive from him; and 
thus Juſtification is by Faith that it might be by Grare ; 
that the Children of Abrabam [nor Abrabam himſelt ] 
might have nothing to glory or boaſt of before God, 
Eph. ii. 8. By Grace are ye /aved through Faith; and that 
not of yourſelves, it is the Gift of Cad; not of Works, left 
any Man foould boaft, It —__ Repen:ance are Con-

ditions of the New Covenant, what, are the Conditions 


of Faith and Repentance? Do Men obtain the greater 
Bleſſings of the Covenant without a Condition, and can 


they not obtain the leer Things without it? I think none 


will queſtion whether God in Chriſt is the chief Bleſſing 
of the Covenant of Grace; yet when God makes over 
himſelf to his People, we do not read a Word of an 
Condition in that Conveyance, but I will be their Ged, 
and they ſhall be my People. 

Object. But ſome will ſay, We beartily aſcribe it to the 
free Grace of God, that wwe act Faith or Repentance, or that 
we are ſincere, or do good Works; for we ſay that it is God 
that muſt work in us both to will and to do of his own good 
Pleaſure; God aſſiſts us to every good thing that we do, for 
of our ſelves we can do nothing ; therefore wwe do not derogate 
from the Grace of God. ; oh 

Anſw. So it may be faid, that a Maſter lends to his 
Servant his Working-Tools all the Day long, to do his 
Work by; yet at Night that Servant will expect his 
Wages as a juſt Debt, and a due Reward for his Labour 
in the Day, tho? he wrought with his Maſter's Aſſiſtance; 
ſo ſome that talk of God's aſſiſting Grace, and ſay that 
we are ſaved by Grace, yet if they reſt upon what they 
do as their Righteouſneſs, whether it be Faith or Re- 
pentance, Holineſs or good Works, it comes to the ſame 
thing, they derogate from the Grace of God. Prote- 
ſtants blame the Papiſts, or ſome of them, for truſting 
to the Merit of Works, and it is a very dangerous Doc- 
trine indeed; but I cannot ſee but that it is equally 
dangerous to make our Act of Faith to be our juſtifying 
Righteouſneſs before God; for one puts Works, and 
the other puts Faith, in the Place of Chriſt's Righteouſ- 
neſs; and each of theſe expect Acceptance with God, on 
the account of ſome Work of Righteouſneſs which they 
have done, | 

We do not except againſt the Word Condition, as it is 
ſometimes applied to Faith and Repentance, when no- 

ing more is intended by it than Means abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary, the one to Juſtification, and the other to Salvation; 
but the Word Condition is liable to be miſtaken by ſome 
honeſt Chriſtians; Ko | [1.] For 
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[1.] For ſomething that bears Proportion to a Reward, 
er that which gives a Right to any thing, but God's Co- 
venant Bleſſings, though they are called a Recompenſe 
of Reward; yet, after our Faith, Repentance, good 
Works and Holineſs, will remain to be a free Gift, and 
a Reward of Grace; fo is our Adoption, notwithſtand- 
ing our Faith, John i. 12. and fo is our-Juſtification af- 
ter we believe, Rom. v. 5. Both are ſaid to be a Gift, and 
a Gift by Grace. 

[2.] By the Word Condition, ſome miſtake its Meaning 
in taking it to bear ſome Proportion to the Yalue of the 
Thing to be received by the Covenant, or under the 
Teſtament; as the Money and the Goods, in an honeſt 
Bargain, are ſuppoſed to bear ſome Proportion in Value 
to each other: But our Faith, Repentance and Obedi- 
ence can bear no Proportion in Value to the Things pro- 
vided for by the Covenant, ſo as to deſerve or merit 
thoſe Bleſſings. _ | 

[3.] Or they may take Condition for the moving Cauſe 
to any one to change one thing for another; but Faith, 
Repentance and good Works cannot be the moving 
Cauſe of God's Acceptance of us, or his pardoning us. 
The Merits of Jeſus Chriſt are the procuring Cauſe, and 
Faith and Repentance are but Means of obtaining theſe 
Covenant Bleſſings; Faith and Repentance are not my 
Money, I have received them as a Steward from my 
Great Lord, and I cannot covenant or article with God 
for farther Favours with his own Money ; but upon the 
ſame Terms that I received Faith and Repentance [the 
firſt Mercies] I muſt expe& what remains behind, If 
our Faith and Repentance were proper Conditions of the 
Covenant, then maya Man aſk for Covenant Bleſſings for 
the ſake of thoſe Conditions, which are to be aſked for 
the ſake of Chrift and his Merits. Our Faith does not 
deſerve any thing that the Covenant contains; tho? our 
Faith is neceſſary, in order to our Juſtification, as com- 
ing is neceſſary, in order to our partaking of the Provi- 
fions of a Feaſt, God has made a Feaſt for the Mar- 
riage of his Son, and the Goſpel calls Men to come; 
and Faith is the Soul's coming; but our coming does 

not 
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not give us Right to the Proviſions; all things were rea- 

dy before we were called ; our coming did not make L 
them ready; but in coming we are made Partakers of 0 
what God had graciouſly provided. The Covenant of | ., 
Grace was ordered in all things, without me and my Faith; | 
but I obtain an actual Share in the bleſſing of it by be- © 
lieving. But ſome may ſay hen, here is a Covenant 
« which wants the very Eſſence of a Covenant; a Covenant 
& Toitbout a Condition is a Contradittion. 

To this we anfwer, we do not fay that the Covenant 
of Grace has no Condition, in no Senſe whatſoever ; for 
with reſpect to Jeſus Chriſt our Mediator and Surety, the 
Covenant of Redemption, or the Covenant of Grace, had 
{tri& and proper Conditions to be performed by him, as 
a valuable Conſideration for whatſoever he himſelf ſhould 
receive, or beſtow upon his People. And that the Co- 
venant of Grace has ſomething like Conditions, with 
regard to us, i. e. that no Soul ſhall be actually juſtified 
without Faith in Chriſt, and none ſhall get to Heaven 
without Repentance and Holineſs, Heb. xii. 14. Follow 
Peace with all Men, and Holineſs, without which no Man 
Hall fee the Lord. | 

Object. We own that Chriſt's Righteouſneſs is the meri- 
torious Cauſe of our Tuſtification, and ſurely that's a Doc- 
trine according to the Goſpel. | 

Anſw. That's true; but we muſt go further than that; 
for Chriſt's Kighteouſnels is not only the meritorious Cauſe 
of a Sinner's Juſtification, but it is the Matter of it too. 
Chriſt's Righteouſneſs did not merit that our Faith -or 
Sincerity might be the Matter of our Juſtification before 
God; but what Jeſus Chriſt himſelf did and ſuffered, as 
our Surety, is the Matter of our Juſtification ; therefore 
our juſtifying Righteoulneſs, before God, is ſaid to be 
the Righteouſneſs of one; that is, of one for all. Jeſus 
Chriſt was not made Sin for us by any inherent Sin of 
his own; and we are not made the Righteouſneſs of God 
in him, by any inherent Righteouſneſs of our own; but 
he bore our Guilt, and we partake of his Righteouſneſs, 
the very ſame Way; that is, by Imputation. This is 
the Doctrine that adminiſters Comfort to the Believer in

„ Ly 
Life and Death, whether their Faith is ſtrong or weak ; 
for the ſtrong Believer is not more juſtified before God 
than the weak Believer, as in Adam one Man is not more 
guilty than another. | 

3. Others think that our Sincerity in Religion will 
ſerve inſtead of perfect Obedience, Indeed nothing is 
accepted of God without Sincerity, but not for our Sin- 
cerity. Sincerity does not come in the room of perfect 
Obedience. God will accept of Sincerity for Chriſt's 
ſake, not for its own ſake; and God will accept of ſin- 
cere Services for Chriſt's ſake, tho? they are poor imper- 
fect Services; but he does not accept them becauſe they 
are ſincere. Sincerity is called Perfection, in Scripture, 
Job i. 1. A perfeft Man, and an upright. But that is no 
Argument that Sincerity is our Goſpel Perfection; for 
that is Chriſt's Righteouſneſs, not any thing in us, or done 
by us. 

Under the Covenant of Works, Adam was to bt ing 
Sincerity with his perfe## Obedience, or elſe his Obedience 
would have been nothing in the Sight of God, and the 
holy Law of God demanded it all; how then can our 
Sincerity, in our imperfect State, ſerve inſtead of perfect 
Obedience and Sincerity too? So that by this Doctrine 
the holy Law of God would be a great Loſer. But that 
which comes under the Goſpel in the room of perfe# O- 
bedience, is nothing but the perfect Righteouſneſs of Jeſus 
Chriſt. ; 

Thus I think our Way is clear, that Faith, Repent- 
ance and Holineſs, tho? attended with Sincerity, being 
ſomething that we have done, tho' we have done them b 
the Aſſiſtance of God, cannot be the Matter of our Ac- 
ceptance with God; Faith is our Act, not Chris Act, 
not the Spirit's Act; it is God's Gift, but it is our ; 
with the Heart Man believeth; ſo Repentance is our 
Work, though it is Chriſt's Gift, A#sv. 3. Theſe are 
Bleſſings provided in the Covenant of Grace; we do not 
bring them to the Covenant, but fetch them from the 
Covenant, theſe are Acts of Obedience to Goſpel Pre- 
_ but one Act of Obedience cannot ſatisfy for an- 
other Act of Diſobedience.

[1.] That we read of no ſuch Way of Salvation of iſ fo 
Sinners, under the Goſpel; it is an Invention of Men, as 
that are too proud to ſtoop to the perfect Righteouſneſs iſ N 
of Jeſus Chriſt, and a Doctrine that betrays great Igno- th 
rance of God's Way of Salvation. 

[2-3 This is the way to diſhonour both God and his ur 
holy Law, and is not the way to magnify it; for this MW ſh 
brings the Juitice of God, and his holy Law, into a WI ©! 

ſhameful Compoſition, and puts them off with an imper- L 
fect, inſtead of a perfect Obedience. | O 

Queſt. «© Did not God diſpenſe with bis Law, in putting of 
« Jeſus Chriſt, as a Surety, in the Room and Stead of his thi 
e People, and accepting of the Obedience of One, in the Ml 
& Room of Many? tec 


Anſtw. Though God did make the Lord Jeſus Chriſt ne! 
a Surety for his People, and accepted of his Obedience Ox 
and Death in their Stead, yet here was nothing of the the 


Demands of the Law abated ; for the Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
did- and ſuffered the very Things that the Law of God 
required, and not other Things ; ſo that neither God or 
his Law ſuffered any thing by the Change of the Perſons, 
nay, both were more honoured by the Change. 

[3.] The moral Law is now in as much Force and 
Power as ever it was; and has as much Power to juſtify 
a Man, provided we could bring a fit Subject; that is, 
one that continueth in all things written in the Book of the 
Law to do them. This is evident in its juſtifying of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt when he ſtood as Surety for his People; 
indeed it is faid that the Law as weak, it cannot Julke a

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fallen Creature: but it is weak through the Fleſp ; not in 
itſelf, 'but thro? the Sin of Man. No Man can be juſti- 
fied by the Law, becauſe no Man can bring a perfect 
Obedience to the Law, of his own Performance, 
And the Law has as much Power to condemn ſuch as 
come ſhort of its Demands, as ever it had, if it finds 
any Man out of Chriſt, Fobz iii. 18. He that believeth is 
not condemned, but be that believeth not is condemned already 
and what is it that condemns him but the holy Law of 
God? Thanks to God for the New Covenant Diſpenſa- 
tion, that ſhews the Way of a Sinner's Juſtification be- 
fore God to be by the perfe& Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, 
as our Surety. The beſt. Obedience that ever any mere 
Man brought to the Law of God, could never procure 
the Pardon of one Sin, or fave one Soul from Hell. 

4.] The Demands of the Law of God are the ſame 
under the Goſpel, as ever they were; that is, nothing 
ſhort of perfe& Obedience ; and it muſt have it cither in 
our own Perſons or in our Surety Jeſus Chriſt. The 
Law cannot acquit and juſtify any Man without a perfect 
Obedience and Righteouſneſs, therefore God's only Wa 
of juſtifying a Sinner, now under the Goſpel, is ei, 
the Righteouſneſs of Jeſus Chriſt, imputed to the Soul 
in a way of believing z and therefore is called the Righ- 
teouſneſs of Faith, to diſtinguiſh it from the Righteouſ- 
neſs of Works; or the Righteouſneſs of the Law, in 
Oppoſition to the Righteouineſs of the Goſpel, which is 
the Righteouſneſs of Faith, or that which is imputed to 
us through Faith in Jeſus Chriſt. 

Queſt. Does not God accept of the imperfect Services of 
bis People? TD 

Anſw, It would be very ſad indeed if he did not; but 
that's not the Queſtion, whether God can, or does ac- 
cept of their Services? but whether God accepts of the 
Perſon for the ſake of their Services? The Services can- 
not be accepted for their own ſake, much leſs can 
procure the Acceptance of the Per/on 3 but both are ac- 
d for the ſake of Chriſt, This is a more comfort- 


ce 
able Doctrine for a Believer, that tho* the Law of God 
Joes not find in him ſuch Ws Rightrouſnels —

calls for, yet it finds it in Chriſt, to whom the Believer, 
refers the holy Law for Satisfaction; and that's better 
than to be told that God has dpenſed with his Law; for 
that Doctrine is not only unſcriptural, but leaves the 
Soul at great Uncertainties what God will abate, or how 
much Man muſt do, that he may be juſtified ; but 
__ be to God that has ſhewn us a more excellent 
ay. 

And now I ſhall cloſe this Chapter with a Word to 
thoſe Chriſtians who may be offended at thoſe Doctrines 
that ſet forth Man's Inability to do any good thing of 
himſelf; „M bat] can Man merit nothing? Can be do 
nothing of himſelf * This is to lay a reaſonable Creature 


«as low as a Brute; nay, it lays bim as low as a Stock or 


% A Stone. | 

We anſwer, It lays the Man no lower than he has 
laid himſelf by Sin ; for he is blind, and cannot diſcern 
between things that differ ; he puts Light for Darkneſs, and 
Darkneſs for Light ; he is deaf, and cannot attend to and 
receive the Things of God, till God opens the Ear, and 
changes the Heart; he is dead in Treſpaſſes and Sins, till 
God quickens and brings him from Death to Life, Eph. 
ji. 1. His Heart is an Heart of Stone, till God gives a 
new Heart; yet it is no Hindrance to Mens Salvation to 
tell them of their own Inability, while we tell them alſo 
where their Strength and Righteouſneſs are prepared; 
for by this means they are the more encouraged to work 
out their Salvation, Pbil. ii. 12. Work out your Salvation 
with Fear and Trembling, for it is God which worketh in 
you, both to will and to do of his own good Pleaſure. 
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The Covenant of Works, the Covenant at Sinai, and 
the New Covenant, compared. In what reſpect 
the latter is called a Better Covenant. Sinai Co- 
venant a Shadow of good Things to come; and the 
New Covenant is the Subſtance of thoſe Shadows. 


EB. viii. 6. But now hath he obtained a more excel- 
lent Miniſtry, by much alſo he is the Mediator 
74 a better Covenant, which was eſtabliſhed upon better 
romiſes. The Bleſſings that God has prepared for his 
People in his eternal Purpoſe, and the Bleſſings of the 
Purchaſe of Jeſus Chriſt, are Bleſſings of the Covenant ; 
given by Covenant, and ſecured by Covenant; and 
are Bleſſings obtained by the New Teſtament of our 
Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt. When one Covenant is 
ſaid to be better than another, we muſt ſee what Cove- 
nants are compared together. The Compariſon here lies 
between the Covenant at Sinai and the New Covenant, 
which is the laſt and beſt Edition of the Covenant of 
Grace. This is the ſame Covenant which was made of 


God in Chriſt before the World began. It is God's eter- 


nal Settlement of the Way of Salvation of. Sinners, 


thro? the Merits of Jeſus Chriſt, and Faith and Holineſs 


as the Means. Sinai Covenant was but a very faint Edi- 
tion of this Covenant. Sinai Covenant 1s called the old 
Covenant, becauſe it was to vaniſh away, Heb. viii. 13. 
That which decayeth and waxeth old is ready to vaniſh away. 
That Covenant was made up of Shadows of good Things 
to come, and God did not deſign that the Shadows ſho 

continue any longer than till the Subſtance, Jeſus Chriſt, 
ſhould come, When the Day ſhould break, by the riſing 
of the Sun of Righteouſneſs, then the Shadows ſhould flee 


as Cant, ii. 17. | 


ir. I ſhall conſider the Compariſon, and endeavour 

to make out what this Better Covenant is, and in what re- 
ſpects it is better than what went before it.

Firſt. I ſhall conſider the Compariſon between the Old 
and the New Covenant; and ſhew wherein the latter is 
the better Covenant. p 

The Compariſon does not lie between the Covenant of 
Works and the Covenant of Grace; for then it were very 
eaſy to determine that the Covenant of Grace was the 
better. For, 5 | 
1. The Covenant of Works required feel Obedience 
to be perform'd in every Man's own Perſon, Do this and 
live. The Bleſſings, under that Covenant, were to be 
expected only from their own Righteouſneſs; but the 
New Covenant provides the Righteouſneſs of Jeſus Chriſt, 
in the room of his People; and directs Men to look for 
all the Bleſſings of the Covenant of Grace, thro? Faith 
in the Righteouſneſs of Jeſus Chriſt, 4s xvi. 31. By 
the Covenant of Works Man was to do all in his own 
Strength; but by the Covenant of Grace he is directed 
to do all in the Strength of Chriſt. : 

2. The Covenant of Works admitted of no Repent- 
ance, in caſe of Sin, but curſes and condemns every one 
that comes ſhort of what it requires, Gal. iii. 10. Curſed 
is every one that continueth not in all things written in the 
Book of the Law to do them. But the Covenant of Grace 
admits of Repentance; it commands Repentance, A; 
xvii. 30. But now commandeth all Men every where to re- 
pent. And it provides the Grace of Repentance, As 
v. 31. Him hath God exalted at his own right Hand, a 
Prince and a Saviour, for to give Repentance to Iſrael, and 
Forgiveneſs of Sins. h | 

3. The Covenant of York; contained no Promiſes ; 
there was a Promiſe implied, but none expreſs'd ; but it 
aid, In the Day thou eateſt thereof thou ſhalt ſurely die. But 
the Covenant of Grace is a Covenant of Promiſes ; full of 
great and precious Promiſes; theſe are given to us in the 
New Covenant, 2 Pet. i. 4. ties 
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4. The Covenant of Works had no Mediator; for 
when this Covenant was made with Man he needed none; 
for a Mediator ſuppoſes a Difference between God and 
Man. But the Covenant of Grace provides a Mediator, 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; he is the Mediator of the better 
Covenant. 

Uſe 1, What a Mercy is it that we were not left ſtill 


under the Covenant of Works; for then it would have 


been impoſſible for one Soul of us to get to Heaven: 
For we cannot bring to the Law a perfect Righteouſneſs 
of our own working, to be juſtified by: If it were poſ- 
ſible for any one to obey the Law of God, without Sin, 
from his Birth to his. Death, yet could not the Law of 
God juſtify him; for ſuch Obedience could not ſatisfy 
for the Sin of Nature. The Payment of a zew Debt 
cannot ſatisfy for the ad one; our after good Works can» 
not make amends for our former evil Works. 

Queſt. Who then can be ſaved? 

Anſw. The better Covenant informs us; viz. every one 
that believes in the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, AA xii. 39. He 
that believeth is juſtified from all things, by which be could 
not be juſtified by the Law of Moſes. | = 

Uſe 2. How thankful ſhould we be to divine Grace, 

1. For making a New Covenant, to bring many Sons 
to Glory, by the Merits of Jeſus Chriſt. | 

2. For diſcovering this Grace to us thro”. the Goſpel; 
for which Reaſon, that Part of our Bible which treats 
principally of the New Covenant, is called the New 7% 
lament ; the Old Teftament is that which treats of the Old 
Covenant, or the Covenant of Sinai; and the New T 
tament is that which treats of this Better Covenant. | 

But the Compariſon here is between the New Cove- 
nant, and that Covenant which God made with Jrael at 
Sinai, V. 8, 9. I will make a New Covenant, not accordi

. ſhewn before Gon III.) that the Sinaj-Cove- 
nant was a Covenant of race, for the Goſpel of Chriſt 
was preached under it, dep ir. 2+ Fr. unto — 160 
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Goſpel preached, as well as unto them. But Chriſt and the 
Goſpel were not known under the Covenant of Work, 
Moreover, the Covenant at Sinai ſhewed them the Way 
of Pardon of Sin; this it did thro? their Sacrifices, and 
the ſprinkling of Blood : But the Covenant of Work 
never ſhewed the Way of Pardon of Sin; but ſaid, the 
Soul that finneth ſhall he | 
Beſides, many were ſaved under that Covenant; as 
Moſes, Aaron, Joſhua, David, and Multitudes more in 
all Ages, even to the coming of Chriſt; for till that 
time the Mount Sinai Covenant continued. And yet the 
New Covenant is better than Sinai-Covenant, on many 
Accounts; | f 
1. The Sinai- Covenant was in great meaſure an exter- 
nal Covenant, made with bare Profeſſors, as well as thoſe 
that had true Grace; with the fle/bly Seed of Abraham, 
as well as with his /prritual Seed, for it took in the whole 
Nation of the Jews; and it conſiſted in great meaſure, 
tho* not altogether, in temporal Promiſes, Tho? it muſt 
be allowed that God gave to ſome of that Nation a ſpt- 
Titual Eye to look to the greater and better Things that 
were intended under them, viz. under the Promiſe of 
long Life in the Land of Canaan, to look to eternal 
Lite in Heaven. Therefore it is ſaid of ſome, Heb. xi. 
14, 15, 16. That they looked for a beiter Country, even 
an heavenly; ſo they looked thro” the ſprinkling of the 
Blood of their Sacrifices, to the Blood of Chriſt, Pſal. 
Ii. 7. Purge me with Hyſſop, and T ſhall be clean, (a Bunch 
of Hyſſop was dipt into the Blood of the Sacrifice to 
ſprinkle Perſons and Things with) waſh me and I ſhall be 
whiter than Snow. He knew that the material Blood 
would rather defile him than make him clean; however, 
it could not make him white: But the Blood of Chriſt 
does ſo, Rev. vii.

have this Man to reign over us. And as Pharaoh purſued

at the Red Sea, with the Sea before, and their Enemies 
behind; ſo is every Soul at Converſion, they ſee the 
Powers of Hell without, and the Armies of Sin within, 
and their Danger before them; then, like Jael, they 
cry out for Help, find the Arm of the Lord that ſaved 
Iſrael is made bare for their Salvation. | 

[2] God's leading Jyael forty Years thro' the Wilder- 
neſs, was a Shadow of good Things to come, Deut. viii. 2. 
Thou Halt remember all the Way which the Lord thy God. led 
thee, theſe forty Years in the Wilderneſs, to bumble thee, and 
to prove thee, and to know [that is, to make thee know] 
what was in thy Heart, and to ſee whether thou wouldſt keep 
his Commandments or no. When they came out of Egypt 
they might have gone ſtrait to Canaan in a few Days; 
but God directed them to go, tho? not the ſhorteſt, yer 
the right Way; they muſt go by the Sea, that their Ene- 
mies might * there deſtroyed, and they might /ee the 
Salvation of God, and learn to truſt and ſerve as well as 
praiſe God. And they muſt go by the Wilderneſs, not 
only to prove them, but to teach us, 

(1.) That converted Souls muſt not expect to get pre- 
ſently to Heaven, as ſoon as they are ſaved from Bon- 
dage; there is /ome Mort for them to do with the Grace 
they have received; and there are Trials alſo for their 
Grace; and that's the Way of its Increaſe. 

(2.) To teach the People of God to look on this World 
as a howling Wilderneſs, and on themſelves as Pilgrims | 
and Strangers in N; and encompaſſed with Serpents and 
wild Beaſts, as Sin and wicked Men are called in Scrip- 
ture; and therefore need to watch and pray that they are 
not hurt by them; converted Souls ſhould not look on 
themſelves as at home while here, but as ſeeking à City 
which is to come. 

(3.) To teach us that as J/ael were by their Sins ſer 
ſometimes farther off from Canaan, ſo our Sins ſeparate

between God and us, and hide good things from us; this al- 
ſo is an Emblem of the Apprehenſions of the People of 
God thro' the Weakneſs of their Faith, and their pre- 
vailing Fears. 

[3.] Their various Conqueſts over their numerous and 
formidable Enemies, was 'a Shadow of good Things ta 
come; even of the compleat Victory that Jeſus Chriſt 
will give his People over all their ſpiritual Enemies: V 
wreſtle not with Fleſh and Blood, but with Principalities 
and Powers, Eph. vi. 12. But the Captain of our Sal- 
vation will bruiſe Satan under our Feet fhorily, Rom. 
xvi. 20. 

[4-] Their Paſſage over Jerdan was a Shadow of good 
Things to come; in which Period of Time there were 
ſeveral things worthy of our Obſervation; i 

(I.) The River Jordan lay between the Wilderneſs and 
the Land of Canaan, and fo their Paſlage over it was a 
fit Emblem of our Death; there's no getting to Canaan 
above without it; we muſt die, to live; there is no be- 
ing clothed upon, without being unclothed. 

(2.) When they went over Jordan, it was at a Time 
when that River overflowed all its Banks, Joſh. iu. 15. 
and fo they might have the more Fear upon them how 
they ſhould get over ſafely; thus it was a fit Reſemblance 
of the Fears of many of the People of God, when Death 
is approaching; but as God divided the Waters of For- 
dan, and carried IJſyael ſafely over it, ſo he can ſcatter 
the Fears of his People, and give them a ſafe and eaſy 
Paſſage thro* Death. 

(3.) It was the Ark of the Covenant in the midſt of 
Jordan, that made the Paſſage of rae! not only ſafe 
but comfortable; ſo the Preſence of God with his Peo- 

in the Hour of Death will banith all their Fears, 
Pſal. xxiii. 4. When I walk thro) the Valley of the Shadow 
of Death I will fear no Evil; for thou art with me. 

(5-] Their Healing by looking to the brazen Serpent, 
was a Shadow of good Things to come, Numb. xxi. 8.

[7.] There was another Shadow of good Things to 
come, and that was the Manna that was rained from 
Heaven, for the Relief of ae! in the Wilderneſs, Exod. 

They could have no Corn growing in the 
Wilderneſs, therefore God fed them with a daily Mi- 
racle from Heaven: This was a lively Type of Jeſus 
Chriſt, the Bread of Life, Jobn vi. 32. The Manna 
was bodily Food to all of them, and it was alſo ſpiritual 
Food to ſome; i e. to ſuch as had Faith to look thro? 


the Type to the Subſtance, 1 Cor. x. 3. And did all eat of 
the ſame ſpiritual Meat. 


(1.) The Manna and Jeſus Chriſt were both of God's 
providing; both came down from Heaven, without the 
Care and Coſt of Man: My Father giveth you the true

(2.) They were both of the free Grace of God ; the 
Manna was ſo to Jyael; it was ſent to them even while 
they were murmuring, Numb. xxi. 5. and Jeſus Chriſt

(3.) Both met with the ſame Treatment from impeni- 
tent Sinners; the Manna was lighted, Numb. xxi.

in the New Jeruſalem; no Need of Goſpel-Ordinances 
there, for Grace and Holineſs will be perfect. 

(7.) When they got ſafe to Canaan, and needed the 
Manna no more, yet-they were commanded to keep a 
Memorial of their former Mercies received while th 
were in the Wilderneſs, Exod. xvi. 33. And the Apoſtle 
tells us that there was a golden Pot of Manna kept in the 
Temple, Heb. ix. 4. So when the Believer ſhall get to 
Heaven, tho? there will be no farther need of Goſpel

[8.] There was another Shadow of good Things to 
come, viz. their Cities of Refuge, Numb. xxxv.

HE Lord Jeſus Chriſt is the Mediator of the New 
Covenant. Sinai-Covenant had its Mediator too,; 

even Moſes, Exod. xix. 7, 17. He laid the Command- 
ments of the Lord before the People, and brought the 


People to meet with God; and often made Interceſſion 
for them, and turned away the Anger of God from 


them, P/al. cvi. 23. God ſaid that he would deſtroy 
them, had not Moſes his Choſen ſtood before him in the 


Breach, to turn away his Wrath leſt he ſhould deſtroy - 
them. Thus Moſes was the Mediator of the Sinai-Cove- 


nant, Gal. iii. 19. Wherefore then ſerveth the Law? ' It 
was added becauſe of Tranſgreſſion, till the Seed [of Mra- 


bam] ſhould come, to whom the Promiſe was made, [that is, 
our Lor ſus Chriſt] and it [the Law] was ordained. 
[given out] by Angels, in the Hand of a Mediator ;, that 


to our Lord Je 


is, Moſes,] a Type of Jefus Chriſt, who was faithful in 


the Houſe of God, as a Servant; but Jeſus Chriſt was 


faithful as a Son. Moſes made Interceſlion for the Peop'e 
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for a little while, Jeſus Chriſt does ſo for ever. Moſes 
needed Pardon for himſelf, but Jeſus Chriſt gives Re- 
pentance and Forgiveneſs of Sins.

both Merciful and Faithful, Heb. ii. 17. He is a merciful © 
and faithful High Prieſt in Things pertaining to God, &c. 

(1.) He is faithful ro God that appointed him, Heb. 
iii. 2, He is true to the Truſt that the Father commit- 
ted to him as Mediator. | 

[1. He is Faithful to manifeſt the Name of God to 
Men, Jobn xvii. 6. I have manifeſted thy Name to the 
Men whom thou gaveſt me. 

bs He is Faithful to fulfil all the Will of God, 
Fobn vi.

[3. He was Faithful to ſeek the Honour of God in

Secondly. We are now to ſhew the Neceſſity of a

his Boſom, nearer to God than all the holy Angels, Jobn 


i. 18. No Man hath ſeen God at any Time, the only 


begotten Son, which is in the Boſom of the Father, be bat 3 


declared him. 


[2.] It was impoſſible for fallen Man to deal with 


God out of Chriſt, the Mediator; for ſo, God would

All Things are of God wwho hath reconciled us to himſelf by 
Feſus Chriſt and hath committed to us, Miniſters, the Mi- 
niſtry of Reconciliation, to wit, that God was in Cbriſt 
reconciling the World to himſelf. 

[ 3] here was a Neceſſity of Chriſt's Mediation 
that the Juſtice and Mercy of God might meet toge- 
ther, and be reconciled in the Pardon and Salvation 
of Sinners, To which. Purpoſe we have ſeveral re- 
markable Texts both in the Old and New Teſtament, 
Pſal. Ixxxv. 10. Mercy and Truth are met logetber, 
Righteouſneſs and Peace have kiſſed each other. Iſai. xxxii. 
17. The Work of Righteouſne/s ſhall be Peace; and the 
Effect of Righteouſneſs, that is, of Chriſt, ſhall be Quiet- 
neſs and Aſſurance for ever. Rom. 11. 26. To declare bis 
Righteouſneſs that he might be juſt, and the Fuſtifier of bim 
that believeth in Feſus. 1 John i. 9. F we confeſs our Sins 
be is faithful and juſt to forgive us our Sins. In God's 
pardoning Sin to penitent, believing Sinners, there is 
Faithfulneſs to Jeſus Chriſt ; it is what he purchaſed, 
and what was promiſed to him, as a Reward of his 
Mediatory Work : But it is Mercy and Grace to all 


his Diſciples. Rom. iii. 24. Being juſtified freely by bis 


Grace, through the Redemption that is in Jeſus Chriſt. 
Eph. i. 7. Ve bave Redemption through bis Blood, the 
Forgiveneſs of Sins, according to the Riches of bis Grace, 

[4.] There was a Neceſſity of Chriſt's Mediation, 


that by his one Offering he might purchaſe the Lives 


and Mercies of his People, and confirm and convey all 
the Bleſſings of the New Covenant, of which he is the 
Mediator : They were ſettled before by the Covenant, 
and made ſure by the Promiſe of the Father, and his 


Truth and Unchangeableneſs: Now they are ſure alſo 


by the Death of Chriſt. 
CS.] There 
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| [5.] There was a Neceſſity of Chriſt's Mediation to 
make way for his Interceſſion for his People in Hea- 
ven. Now he pleads for nothing but what he has pur- 
chaſed, nothing but what is agreeable to the Will of the 
Father; therefore God the Father always hears him, 
and Jeſus Chriſt will never lay down his Office of Me- 
diator and Interceſſor till all his Diſciples are brought 
fafe to Glory. 

Thirdly. The Lord Jeſus Chriſt is the only Mediator 
between God and Men. 1 Tim. ii. 5. There is one God 
and one Mediator between God and Men, the Man Chriſt 
Feſus ; not Angels or Saints but he only, who is both 
God and Man in one Perſon ; Matth. i. 23. His Name 
all be called Immanuel which being interpreted, is God 
with us ; one that was God alone, or Man alone, could 
not have been a Mediator between God and Men; 
here is the Wiſdom of God in a Myſtery, that had been 
hid from Ages and Generations, but now is made ma- 
nifeſt to the Saints. Col. i. 26. Chriſt in you, Chriſt 


among you, ihe Hope of Glory: Here the Creator and the 


Creature meet in one Perſon, 1 Tim. iii. 16. Great 1s 


the Myſtery of Godlineſs, God was manifeſted in ibe Flaſh; 


here the Surety ſuffers inſtead of the Debtor, P/al. Ixix. 


4. Then I reſtored that which I took not away; here the 


Subject is healed by the Wounds of the Prince, Jai. 
lit. 5. He was wounded for our Tranſgre/jions, he was 
bruiſed for our Tniquities, with his Stripes we were healed. 
Here the Innocent dies for the Sinner, 2 Cor. v. 21. He 
was made Sin, a Sin-Offering, for us who knew no Sin, 
that we might be made the Righteouſneſs of God in bim. 
1 Pet. iii. 18. For Chriſt has alſo once ſuffered for Sins, the 
Juſt for the Unjuſt, that he might bring us to God. Here 
the moſt High and Lofry One was humbled that his 
People might be exalted ; he died that they might live; 
he bore the Wrath of God, that he might ſave his Peo- 
ple from the Wrath to come, 1 Ye. i. 10. Even Feſus 
who hath delivered us from the Wrath to come. 

Fourthly. We are now to ſhew that the Buſineſs of 
Jeſus Chriſt, as Mediator between God and Men, was 
a very great Work.

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[u.] The Glory of all the Divine Perfections depended 
hereupon, Jobn xvii. 4. I have glorified thee on the Earth, 
I have finiſhed the Work which thou gaveſt me to do. 
(.) Herein was diſplay'd the Wiſdom of God, in 
contriving the Way of Pardon and Salvation for re- 
penting and believing Sinners, through the Mediation 


of Chriſt ; that Sin might be puniſhed in the Surety, 


and yet the Sinner ſaved. This was the manifold Wif 
dom of God, Eph. iii. 10. 

(2.) The Juſtice and Holineſs of God are manifeſted 
in the Mediation of Chriſt, in puniſhing Sin upon the 


Surety when he ſtood charged with the Sin of his Peo- 


ple, Rom. viii. 32. He ſpared not his own Son, but deli- 
vered bim up to Death; Sparing-Mercy is the loweſt 
Degree of Mercy; but Jeſus Chriſt the Surety found 
not ſo much as Sparing-Mercy from God, that God 
might ſpare, pardon and ſave believing Sinners. 

(3.) The Truth and Faithfulneſs of God are mani- 
feſted in the Mediation of Chriſt, God had faid, the 
Soul that finneth ſhall die: Therefore, tho* God accepted 
of a Surety in the Room of the Sinner, yet the _ 


could not be ſpared, unleſs the Truth of God had ſuf- 75 
fered 3 thus he that is Surety for a Stranger ſhall ſmart fort 


it, Prov. xi. 15. Jeſus Chriſt muſt undergo the Pu-

(4.) The Mercy and Grace of God ſhine forth in the 
Mediation of Jeſus Chriſt. Infinite Mercy is one of 
God's Perfe&ions ; but the Mercy of God had never 
been revealed *till Man had  finned ; for Mercy is the 
Goodneſs of God ſhewn to a Creature in Miſery : But 


Man was not a miſerable Creature *till he became a 


ſinful Creature, So that God's ſending Jeſus Chriſt to 
ſeek and to ſave Sinners, was an act of Mercy, Luke i. 
72. To perform the Mor) Eo to our Fathers ; and

ing him that had the Power of Death... * 
: [2 Subduing his People to himſelf, and making them 
willing in the Day of his Power to part with their Sins, 
and ſubmit to his Righteouſneſs and Government. 
_ [3-) Keeping them, and his Work of Grace in them, 
by his mighty Power through Faith unto Salvation. 
( 3.) The Honour of Chriſt's Mercy and Grace were 
concerned in his Mediation, in his Undertaking the 
Cauſe of a mean and ſinful People, pitying them in 
their low Eſtate, ſetting himſelf in their Room and 
Stead, bearing their Sin, and undergoing their Puniſh- 
ment. This was Riches of Mercy to the Miſerable, 
and free Grace to the Undeſerving. This was the Love 
of Chriſt that paſſeth Knowledge ; for when we were yet 
Sinners, Chriſt died for us, and now he lives in Heaven 
to make Interceſſion for us, and to give out the Grace 
of his Purchaſe to the Needy and Undeſerving. By all 


theſe Things it appears, that the Work of the Mediator 
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was a hard Work : The ſame Power that made the 
World, at firſt, out of Nothing, was required to re- 
ſtore the loſt World out of its Confuſion. This great 
Work brought more Glory to the Divine Perfections 
than all other Works of God, and better ſecures the 
State and Privileges of the People of God, than the Co- 
venant of Works did. | 

1 718 We are now to ſhew what are ſome of the 
Qualifications of Jeſus Chriſt as Mediator between 
God and Men. 

[1.] He is moſt wiſe and ſkilful. He knows all the 
Wants and Weakneſſes, Burdens and Temptations of 
his People, and how to relieve them; and alſo the beſt 
Seafon for giving out his —_— of Grace to thein z 
he knows all the Depths of Satan the Accuſer of the 
Brethren, and what he lays to the Charge of his People, 
and how to filence him, Rom. viii. 32. bo ſhall, lay 
any thing to the Charge of God's Elea, who is he that 
condemneth? Be it who it will, it is Jeſus Chriſt that died, 
that is ready to appear and anſwer for them; and he 
knows all the Laws of Heaven and all the Merits of his 
own Death, and how to plead them for the Advantage 
of his People. 

[2.] Jeſus Chriſt is a moſt tender and compaſſionate 
Mediator, he makes the Caſe of his People his own ; 
he hath a feeling of their Infirmities, be can pity the Igno- 
rant, and ſuch as are out of the Way, Heb, v. 2. He 
can Succour the Tempted, Heb. ii. 17. x 

[3.] The Lord Jeſus Chriſt is moſt ſucceſsful in his 
Mediation ; he is always heard in what he pleads for, 
Jobn xi. 42. I know that thou beareſt me always; beſides, 
we may add that he pleads in behalf of thoſe that the 
Father dearly loves, as he told his Diſciples, Fobs 
xvi. 26. J ſay not that I will pray the Father for you 
for the Father bimſelf loveth you. 

[4] Jeſus Chriſt hath all Power in Heaven and 
Earth given to him as Mediator, Matth. xxviii. 18. 
All Power is given to me in Heaven and Earth. He is 
the higheſt in Honour with the Father. Grace and 
Glory are entirely at his Diſpoſal, He gives cternal 
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Life to whom he will, though it is to none but ſuch ay 
the Father has given to him, John xvii. 2. Thou haſt 
given him Power over all Fleſh, that he ſhould give eter- 
nal Life to as many as thou baſt given bim. He is the 
Author and Finiſher of Faith, Heb. xii. 2. And ſo he is 
of every other Grace. PTY 
Uſe 1. Is the Lord Jeſus Chriſt a Mediator with God 
for me ? This is a Matter of great Importance to make 
out: If I have no Intereſt herein, Saints and Angels 
in Heaven, cannot be Mediators for me; neither can 
I perform that Office for myſelf. There is but one Me- 
diator between God and Men, the Man Chriſt Feſus: 
There are two ways whereby a Soul can make out, 
that it has a Share in the Mediation of Chriſt. 
[1.] When the Soul complies with the Terms of the 
Covenant; to put away Sin, and turn from it unto God 
when Sin is hated, as well as confeſs'd and forſaken 
and when the Soul believes in Jeſus Chriſt, and ſub- 
mits to his Righteouſneſs for Acceptance with God, 
Pardon of Sin, and a Title to eternal Life; and when 
the Soul ſubmits to the Government of Chriſt to take 
him for a Lord as well as a Saviour. | 
[2.] If you have obtained any of the Bleſſings of the 
New Covenant, then have you actual Intereſt in Jeſus 
Chriſt as Mediator, and in his Mediation, if God has 
written bis Laws in your Hearts, if you love the Word 
of God; if you approve of it as holy, juſt, ang good, 
if God has put his Spirit within you; a Spirit of Grace 
to pray,. with a Senſe of Want, in the Name of Jeſus 
Chriſt; and in Faith of him: And if the Soul is carried 
out to the Deſire of, and Endeavour after Holineſs, 
then may we conclude, that Jeſus Chriſt is a Mediator 
with God for us; though we are weak, ſinful and un- 
deſerving, 1 Jobn ii. 1. If any Man fin, through Weak- 
neſs, Infirmity and Temptation, unwillingly, we have 
an Advocate with the Father, Feſus Chriſt the Righteous. 
Uſe 2. What a wonderful Privilege is it to have ſuch 
a Mediator as Chriſt Jeſus is, Heb. vii. 26. Such an High 


Prieſt became us ſuch an one we needed.

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We are on Earth, and our Cauſe is depending in 
Heaven; but he appears in the Preſence of God for us.

We are weak, and our Enemies are ſtrong and many 
we are no ſufficient Match for him.

UR next Work is to enquire, with whom the 
New, or Better Covenant is made? Or who are 
intereſted in the Bleſſings of the New Covenant? 
Ir is of the greateſt Importance in the World to be 
intereſted in the Bleffings of the better Covenant, which 
is an unchangeable Settlement of Grace and Glory ; and 
it is a very great Privilege to know it; to be able to ſay, 
as David, 2 Sam. xxiii. 5. He bath made with me an 
everlaſting Covenant, ordered is all things, and ſure. 
4g ...] This 
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[ 102 ] 
I.] This will adminiſter Comfort to the People of 
God in a mean Condition; then they may ſee enough 
in God, in Chriſt, in the Covenant; like Jacob, I have 
enough. And David, This is all my Deſire. The Line 
ere fallen io me in pleaſant Places, I have a goodly He. 
rilage. 

25 This may adminiſter Comfort under the greateſt 
Afflictions; for by Covenant God has engaged and pro- 
miſed that Afflictions ſhall be for good, Gen. xxxii. 12, 
Verily I will do thee Good. And God keepeth Covenant 
and Mercy for ever, and therefore it is in very Faithful 
neſs that he afflicts his People.

Hall he 
able to ſeparate us you the Love of God, in Chriſt Feſus 
eur Lord. Before I anſwer the Queſtion propoſed, I will 
promiſe this one thing, viz. that many are under the 
New Covenant, that are not i the Covenant, or within 
the Bonds of the Covenant.

uch are not in the New Covenant. Many hear, that 
do not know, the joyful Sound; but the Bleſſing lies in 
knowing of it, P/al. Ixxxix.

All the Body of J[7ael were under 
the $in«i-Covenant, which was a Covenant of Grace; 
but they were not all within the Bonds of the Covenant of

He was "Pprefſed 
and he was afflicted; the Hebrew Text will bear another 
Reading of thoſe Words, viz. He was exatted upon;

[3.] Jeſus Chriſt is given for a Covenant of the Peo- 
ple, as he purchaſed all the Bleſſings of the Covenant, 
Redemption, Pardon, Grace and Glory, Sinners are 
made nigh to God by his Blood, Eph. ii. 12, 13. A 
juſtifying Righteouſneſs is brought in, by his Obedience 
and Death, Dan. 1x. 24. By the Obedience of one ſhall 
many be made Rightcous, Rom. v. 19. Not every ſingle 
Man's Obedience but of one for all. As the Chaſtiſe- 
ment of our Peace was upon him alone, ſo Believers 
are juſtified before God by the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt 
alone; not partly Chriſt's and partly ours. 

[4-] Jeſus Chriſt was given for a Covenant of the Peo- 
ple, as it was the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that moſt, plainly 
publiſh'd the New Covenant, with the Grace that it 
contains, and alſo the Terms of it; or by what Means 
Men may obtain a Share in its Bleſſings. The Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt. hath given us the cleareſt Notices of the Will of 
God, and the way of Salvation of Sinners, as ſettled by 


the Covenant of Grace, Matth. xi. 27. All Things are 


delivered to me of my Father, and nd Man knoweth the 
Son but the Father, neither . kneweth any Man the Fa- 
ther but the Son; and he to whom the Son ſhall reveal 
him. Jeſus Chriſt was the fitteſt Perſon to make this 
Diſcovery, and he hath done it, John i. 18. No 
hath ſeen God at any Time ;, the only begotten Son, which\ts 
in the Beſom of the Father, he hath declared him. Thus 
eſus Chriſt was the Meſſenger aud Angel of the Covenant, 
Mal. iii. 1. And thus alſo the Lord Jeſus Chriſt is 4 
Mitneßs of the Covenant, Lai. Iv. 4. When God had 
ſaid, I u make an everlaſting Covenant with you, even 
be ſure Alercies of David, he immediately adds, Be- 
hold I have given him for a Witneſs. That is of the Co- 
venant Settlement, with the Promiſes thereof, 2:

All other Bleſſings of the Covenant are given for 
Chriſt's Sake, All the Promiſes of the Covenant are 
Promiſes in Chriſt, Eph. i. 3. Bleſſed be the God and 
Father of our Lord Feſus Chriſt, who hath bleſſed us with 
all ſpiritual Bleſſings in Chriſt, according as he has choſen

As Jeſus Chriſt purchaſed all 
the Grace of the New Covenant, fo it is he that conveys 
that Grace to Men, Heb. x11.2.

None 
take hold of the Covenant without taking hold of Chriſt, 


and none believeth in God the Father without believing 


in Chriſt, 1 Pet. i. 21. Who by him do believe in God. But 
then it is Jeſus Chriſt that muſt firſt enlighten their Mind, 
and renew the Will, and bring theSoul to conſent to God's 
Terms of Salvation. And then God's Covenant of Grace 
becomes alſo the Covenant of the People. Then the Co-

| Jeſus Chriſt is given for a Covenant of the Peo- 
le, as all the Believer's Privileges are embarked in Chriſt, 

Jeſus Chriſt and all his People are in the ſame Covenant. 
Chriſt's Intereſt and theirs are but one; they ſtand and fall 
together. As it fares with the Head of the Covenant, 
fo it will fare with all his Covenant People, Jobn xiv. 19. 
Becauſe I live, ye ſhall live alſo. He is the Fountain, they 
are the Ciſterns. As long as the Fountain holds, they 
mall have their ſeaſonable Supply.

Uſe 3. Have a care of mixing any thing of your own 
Doings with the Merits of Chriſt, expecting Acceptance 
with God, partly on account of any thing that you do, 
or the Manner of doing. Some weak Chriſtians (for a 
while at leaſt) are not brought clean off from the Cove- 
nant of Works, for they think that when they keep to 
Duty, or do their Duties well bo better than at ſome 
other times] then ſurely they ſhall be accepted, and take 
it for granted that they are in « fair Way to Heaven; 
and on the contrary, 1 they cannot do ſo well, then 
they are under Fears whether they are right with God, 
whether ever they had any Grace in Truth, or have an 
Intereſt in the Covenant, they are ready to give u 


Hope. This is altogether wrong. This is an Old Co- 


venant Frame, and is a falſe Suppoſition that God's Co- 
venant is altogether as uncertain as your Frames; but 
whether you do better or worſe, you muſt lay your 
Souls and your Duties too at the Feet of Chriſt, and ex- 

Acceptance with God, in Perſons and Services, only 
through the Merits and Righteouſneſs of Chriſt. Our 
Perſons cannot make our Duties accepted, neither can our 
Duties make our Perſons accepted. It is upon the Old 
Covenant Bottom that ſome live, tho* they may not be 
aware of it; that when they are out of Frame they neg- 
le& their Duty till they are in a better Frame. But why 
do they venture to come at another time, when they 
think they are, or do better? Is there nor ſome Hope 
founded upon their Duty? If ſo, the former humble 
Frame was the better of the two, tho? not to be com- 
mended, in thinking to grow ſtronger by Negle& of 
their Food; or to become more ſpiritual by hearkening 
to the Reaſonings of the Fleſb, or thinking to pleaſe God 
by negleRing of their Duty to him.

By Jo much was Jeſus made the Surety of a better Teſta- 
ment. | ? 
There are three Things that I ſhall conſider [in thi 
Chapter] from theſe Words. 
Firf. What a Teſtament is. And what is that Teſta 
ment of which Jeſus Chriſt is the Surety. | 
Secondly. On what Accounts this is ſaid to be a better 
Teſtament. 
Thirdly. That Jeſus Chriſt is made a Surety of this bet- 
ter Teſtament, | | 
_ Firſt. What a Teſtament is, A Teſtament is a Man's 
Will, wherein there is an Eſtate or Goods diſpoſed of, 
according to the Pleaſure of the Teſtator. The new or 
beiter Teſtament of Chriſt is the ſame which is called a 
better Covenant, Chap. viii. 6. (for in the Original theſe 
two Words, Covenant and Teſtament, are the ſame Word) 
and it is the ſame that is called the New Teſtament, 
Chap. ix. 15. He is the Mediator of the New Teſtament. 
Therefore ſome have called the New Covenant a Teſta- 
mentary Covenant, becauſe it has in it ſomething of the 
Nature of a Covenant, and ſomething of the Nature of 
a Will or Teſtament ; theſe two Terms are uſed to ſet forth 
the Bleflings of the New Coyenant, and God's Way of 
Conveyance of thoſe Bleſſings to Men. This better 
x* 4 / Teſta- 
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Teſtament is the laſt and beſt Edition of the Covenant 
of Grace, or the cleareſt Revelation of God's gracious 
Settlement of Grace and Salvation for Sinners, by Jeſus 
Chriſt, It is the Foundation of all ſpiritual and eternal 
Mercies and Bleſſings that God has provided for his 
People, to be enjoyed in this-and the better World, and 
all the Promiſes in the Book of God are Streams of 
Mercy from the Fountain of the New Covenant, or bet- 
ter Teſtament. Theſe are all made firſt to Chriſt, in 
the Covenant of Grace, and then made over to all true 
Believers, by the Teſtament of Jeſus Chriſt, 2 Pet. i. 4. 
Whereby (or in whom) are given to us exceeding great and 
precions Promiſes. They are not only given to him, but 
given to us in him, and then given to us by the Will of 
Jeſus Chriſt. 

Inaſmuch as the New Covenant is called the Teſtament 
of Chriſt, it implies that Jeſus Chriſt has an Eſtate and 
Goods of his own proper Right, to beſtow upon, and 
convey to whom he will. This Eſtate is Grace and 
Glory; this is ſettled upon all the Heirs of Promiſe. 
This Settlement, as it was a Covenant from everlaſting, 
was ſign'd and ſeaPd by the mutual Conſent of both Par- 
ties. Bur being alſo a Teſtament, is not in Force till the 
Death of the Teſtator, Heb. ix. 15, 16. In a ſtrict Cove- 
nant there is no Need of the Death of either of the Par- 
ties to confirm it, but the Death of either of them ra- 
ther weakens it, for then it falls into other Hands: But 
in a Teſtament the Death of the Teſtator ſtrengthens the 
Teſtament. Nay, it is of no Force till the Teſtator is 
dead. This is a good Reaſon why the New Covenant 
ſhould be called a Teſtament, becauſe we have no Mer- 
25 - Covenant Bleſſings, but thro? the Death of Jeſus 

riſt. 

Secondly. On what Accounts this is called a better Teſ- 
tament. I have before ſhewn why the New Covenant is 
called a better Covendnt, better than the Covenant of 
Works; becauſe Pardon of Sin and eternal Life, Grace 
and Glory are to be obtain'd by the better Covenant,

be broken, and a Teſtament that hath no Flaw in it, 
and can never be ſet aſide; and it ſends a Man, not into 
himſelf to ſeek a Righteouſneſs to be juſtified by, before 
God; but directs him to look out to Jeſus Chriſt for the 
Righteouſneſs of God, which is by Faith. And this is 


better than the Covenant of Sinai, not ſo clouded with 


Veils and Shadows; and it contains more ſpiritual Pro- 
miſes. It has a better Mediator than Moſes, even Jeſus 
Chriſt ; a better Surety, and is an unchangeable Settle- 
ment. The ſame Things that had been ſaid of the bet- 
ter Covenant, are applicable to this better Teſtament ; 
therefore I proceed to the next Head.

A Surety is one that enters into Bonds with an- 
other, and in caſe the Debtor fails, engages to ſee the 
Debt paid. The Lord Jeſus Chriſt did ſo for his Peo- 
ple; not to anſwer for one Sin, or two, but for the 
whole Debt of original and actual Sin. Jeſus Chriſt did 
not compound with the Juſtice of Gad, but engaged to 
pay the whole Debt. If it is aſked what was demanded 
at the Hands of Jeſus Chriſt, as a Surety for his People? 
We anſwer, Perfect Obedience to the holy Law, both in 


Life and Death. y. 


Qu. But did not the Law of God claim Obedience o 
Jeſus Chriſt, in his own Perſon, for himſelf; for he was 
made under the Law, therefore he was bound to brin 
the beſt Obedience he could to the Law ; how then coul 
the active Obedience of Jeſus Chriſt be counted as a

Anſw. The holy Law of God did claim Obedience of 
Jeſus Chriſt, conſidered as Man; but his Obedience to 


the 


another's Debts, till he has voluntarily 
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the Law, was the Obedience of God-Man. Thus the 
cloſe Union of the Human Nature to his Divine Per- 
ſon, made his active Obedience to be meritorious, like 
his Sufferings 3 for as his Death was the Blood of God, 
though God could not ſuffer] ſo his Obedience was 
the Obedience of him that was very God, ſtho* God 
did not obey: But] he that obey'd and died was both 
God and Man in one Perſon. 

( 1 A Surety is one whom the Creditor can truſt as 
one able and faithful : Jeſus Chriſt is ſuch a one whom 
God can truſt with ſo great Affairs as his own Glory 
and the eternal Welfare of the Souls of all that ke 
had committed to Jeſus Chriſt, to be redeemed and 
faved. | 

(3.) A Surety is one upon whom the Law can ſeize 
for Satisfaction, if the Debtor is found unable to 
his Debts. So did the Holy Law and Juſtice of 
ſeize upon Chriſt for Payment of the Debt which Man 
had contracted ; for fallen Man was found ſand de- 


clared] a Bankrupt ; deep in Debt, and had nothing 


to diſcharge his Debts withal But Jeſus Chriſt, the 
Surety, was rich, and able to pay the whole Debt, for 
he was God's Equal, Zech. xiii. 7. Awake O Sword 
againſt my Shepherd, againſt the Man that is my Fellow, 


faith the Lord of Hoſts. 


(4.) A Surety is one that comes into this Office vo- 
luntarily. The Law of the Land does not compel one 
Man to be Surety for another, or to engage to pay 
his Debts. Though the Law compels a Man to pay 
his own Debts, yet it does not compel him to pay 
engaged him- 
ſelf, by Bond, to do it: So Jeſus Chriſt was not obliged 
by any neceſſity of Nature, or any conſtraint of Law, 
to pay the Debts of his People, till he freely became 
Surety for them; and engaged, by Covenant, to ſee 
their Debts paid; then the Creditor ſeized on him, 
— then he reſtored that which be took not away. Pſal. 
xix. 4. 5 * 

(5.) A Surety is one who, upon Payment of the 
Debt, frees the Debtor from the Reach of the _ 
C 
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that it cannot ſeize on him for the ſame Debt. The 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt has diſcharged the Debts of his Peb- 
ple; and thence the Holy Law of God cannot de 
mand Satisfaction from them, that being made by theit 
Surety. Chriſt has obtained a full Diſcharge far them. 
The Law condemns Sin, but not the Believer in Chriſt, 
Rom. viii. 1: There is therefore now no Condemnation to 
them that are in Chriſt Jeſus. v. 32. Who fodll condemn! 
Nt is Chrift that dizd. The Juſtice of God will not; 
and as for the Accuſations of Satan and Conſcience they 
will be thrown our. 

I.] That Jeſus Chriſt is made a Surety. 

(I.) By the Decree of God, and as the Father apt 
pointed * to this Work, Jai. xlii. 1. Bebold my Ser. 
vant, whom I upbold; mine Elect, in whom my Soul de- 
lighteth. God the Father fet him up from everlaſting to 
this Work. 

(2.) Jeſus Chriſt was made a Surety by the rich 
anointing of the Spirit for his Work. God giveth not 
the Spirit by meaſure unto him, Jobn iii. 34. I pleaſed 
the Father that in bim ſhould all Fulneſs Swell? Col. 
i. 6 


00 Chriſt was mag a Surety, as God the Fathet 
2 y put him into this Office under the Broad 
- "thy Heaven, John vi. 37. Him has God the Father 
* (4.) Jeſus Chriſt was made 2 Surety not againſt his 
Will; but with his own Conſent ; for Jeſus Chrift came 
willingly to this Work and Office. So the Father ſpoke 
of him, er. xxx. 21. Why is this that engagetb his Heart 
to approach unto me, ſaiththe Lord? It is like that known 
Place, P/al. xl. 7, 8. Lo, I come to do thy Will, O God. 
That is, to obey and die in the Room and Stead of Sin- 
ners, as their Surety, by thine Appointment, I lay 
down: my Life in obedience to thy Commandment, 
Jobn x. 25 

Jeſus Chriſt was made a Surety as he actually 
diſcharged the Debts of his People; he paid the whole 
Debt, and received a full Di charge at the Hand of 
_ — in being raiſed from the dead, and —

'one of a thouſand, of all my Offences, Let me know 
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ceived up to Glory, Rom. iv. 25. He mat raiſtd again 
for our Tuſtification. = W | . 0800 

This Doctrine of the Suretyſhip of Jeſus Chriſt was 
known in the early Ages of the Church; and alſo that 
this Surety was of God's providing, and this was the 
yery way the Saints deſired to deal with God, and have 
God to deal with them, Job xvii. 3. Put me in 4 Surety 
with thee. Deal with me only through the Mediator. 


If I have not Chriſt for my Surety I cannot anfwer for 


that my Sins are pardoned, having been anſwered for 
by Chriſt the Surety. | 

[3-] For whom is the Lord Jeſus Chriſt a Surety? 
I anſwer, That Jeſus Chriſt is a Surety both for God 
and Man, though in very different Reſpects. 

(1.) Jefus Chriſt is a for Men unto God.. I 
do not ſay that Chriſt is a Surety for all Men, but for 
all that are, or ſhall be brought ta Faith, Repentance, 
and Holineſs. Man being a fallen Creature, God 
could not take the Word or Bond of a Sinner; for 
fallen Man was both unable and unfaithful. 

[1. By Sin Man was become miſerably poar, and fo 
his Bond was worth nothing. One Man could not be 
Surety far another ; for —y Man was under an Arreſt 
for his own Debts, and that for a very great Sum. 
| [2. Man, by the Fall, was alſo become perfidious ; 
he was not to be truſted ; his Heart is deceitful and deſpe- 
rately Wicked. What is ſuch a Man's worth, that 
is very poor and very wicked ? But, ; 

Jeſus Chriſt ſtept in, unſought for, who was both 
rich and faithful ; and in great Credit with Heaven. 
He was the fitteſt Perſon for this Office. And he came 
willingly to the Work; or elſe ſinful Man muſt have 
= ſent to the eternal Priſon of Miſery without 

ercy. 

0 eſus Chriſt is alſo Surety ſar Cod to Men. 
Fallen Man was ſo far depraved by Sin, that he could 


not give Credit to God himſelf; though he is Gad that 
cannot lie. Sin brought in a Jealouſy and Diſtruſt of 
God. Unbelief makes God a Liar; but Jeſus Chriſt ia 
Surety for God. 


[1. That 
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I. That God will ſurely fulfil all his Promifes, made 
to Chriſt, and to his People through him; Jeſus 
Chriſt engages to ſee all theſe made Good in their 
Seaſon. | | | | 
[2. That God will certainly receive returning, re- 
penting Sinners, that come unto God by him, and will 
in no wiſe caſt them out. | 
* 3. That God will abundantly pardon all them that 
ieve in Jeſus Chriſt ; and ſubmit to his Righteouſneſs 
and Government. 
[. That God will ſurely keep Covenant with his 
People. This is the Name of God by which he will 
be known in the Churches, Dan. ix. 4. The Lord keep- 
ing the Covenant and Mercy to them that love him, and to 
them that keep his Commandments. And P/al. Ixxxiv. 
3034. If bis Children forſake my Law and walk not 
in 2 Judgments, if they break my Statutes and keep not 
my Commandments, then will I viſit their Tranſereſſions 
with a Rod, and their Iniquity with Stripes. Neveribe- 
leſs, my Loving-Kindneſs will 7 not utterly tate from bim, 
nor ſuffer my Faithſulneſs to fail: My Covenant will I 
not break, nor alter the Thing that is gone out of my 
Lips. | 1 
[4.] We are now to ſhew wherein Jeſus Chriſt differs 
from, and excels all other Sureties. 
(I.) Among Men the Debtor and Surety are put both 
into the ſame Bond. But Jeſus Chrift, as Surety of the 
better Teſtament, ſtands alone. He gave his own 
Word, and his own fingle Bond for the Payment of 
the Debt which his People had contracted; for indeed 
the Debtor's Bond was worth nothing, and God would 
not take it. But Jeſus Chriſt did for his Brethren as 
Judah did for his Brother, Gen. xliii. 8. ſaid he to his 
Father Jacob; Truſt the Lad with me, and we will 
ariſe and go, that we may live and not die; I will be 
Surety for him ; of my Hand ſhalt thou require bim; if 
I bring him not unto thee, and ſet bim before thee ; let 
me bear the Blame for ever. So the Son of Judab en- 
gaged with the Father for his People. Something like 
Paul's Engagement for Oneſimus, Philem. . 18. 1 
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hath wronged thee, or oweth thee ought, put that on mine 
Account, I Paul have written it with mine own Hand, I 
will repay it. | 

(2.) Among Men, the Surety oftentimes takes Care 
to have a Counter-bond from the Debtor to ſecure 
himſelf. from Damage, in caſe the Debt ſhould be de- 
manded of him ; but Jeſus Chriſt took no ſuch Bond 
from Men; neither indeed could he do it, for fallen 
Man had neither Stock nor Credit. No Man is willi 
to become Surety for another that is worth nothing; an 
eſpecially for one that is wbrſe than nothing ; for that 
was the Caſe of Man by Sin : He had no valuable Ef- 
fects to call his own; nay, more than that he owed 
to Divine Juſtice ten thouſand Talents more than he was 
worth, and Jeſus Chriſt was not ignorant of Man's Cir- 
cumſtances; he knew that his Caſe was no better, yet 
he would become his Surety, Ze ſee the Grace of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt! | 

(3.) Among Men, when the whole Debt falls upon 
the Surety, how does the Surety ſhift and ſtruggle to 
bring the Creditor to a Compoſition ; a thouſand Pleas 
and Arguments are thought of, and uſed, to bring him 
off as cheap and eaſy as he can; but the Lord Jeſus 


. Chriſt paid the very /aſt Mite; without a Deſire of Abate- 


ment of any 1 that was due to the Creditor, i. e. 
to the Juſtice of God. | 

Objection. But did not the Lord Jeſus Chriſt pray, 
Matib. xxvi. 39. O my Father, if it be poſſible let this 
Cup paſs from me ! Was not that a Deſire of Abate- 
mend? 

Anſwer. Jeſus Chriſt did not pray that he might 
not ſuffer ;- he did not pray for Abatement of any 
Thing that was due to the Creditor, - either of Obe- 
dience or of Suffering: But he pray'd that the Goaler 
— not be ſuffer'd to oppreſs him while he was 
under his great and neceſſary Sufferings. This is like 


another Prayer of his, P/al. xxii. 20. That it is Jeſus 


Chriſt that ſpeaks is manifeſt from y. 18. They part 
my Garments among ft them, and caſt Lots upon my Veſ- 
ture. But be not thou far from Ws Lord; O my w_ 
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haſte thee to help me; deliver my Soul from the Sword, 


Satan and his Temptations. LET 

(4) Among Men, if they were ſure beforehand, 
that the whole Debt would fall upon their Shoulders, no 
Man would become Surety for his Friend, for then he 
had even as good pay the Debt at firſt, and then he might 
have the more Thanks from the Debtor. But Jeſus Chriſt 
knew, when he firſt engaged to be a Surety for his 
People, what it would coſt him; and what he muſt 
ſtand to; and that the whole Debt would fall upon 
him, yet he did not decline to become Surety for his 
People. . | 

| (2) Among Men, when the Debt falls upon the 


Surety, he often repents him of what he has done; but 
Jeſus Chriſt never repented him that he took the whole 


Burden upon his own Shoulders. He trod the Wine- 
Preſs alone, and of the People there were none with bim. 
And he knew it muſt needs be ſo. And when he roſe 
from the Dead he never repented of all his Burden of 
Sufferings, but went on to improve his Intereſt in Hea- 


ven for their Good, for whom he had ſuffered ſo much 


as a Surety. 

(6.) Among Men, the Surety inſiſts upon Reſtitution 
from the Debtor as far as he is able; but Jeſus Chriſt 
demands none; for indeed none can be made, and Jeſus 
Chriſt knew as much before; only he expects an Ac- 
knowledgment of the Fayour, in return of Love, 
Thankfulneſs and Obedience. And how worthy is 
Jeſus Chriſt, their N of all they have, and all they 
can do for him? Had they a thouſand Hearts and 


Lives, he deſerves them all, O what fball I render to © 


the Lord for all his Benefits ? 


(7.) Among Men, there is no Surety that defires 


the Seizure may be made on himſelf ; for when a Man 
becomes Surety for another, he hopes that his Friend 
will take Care to keep him from Damage. A Surety. 
for another Man does not deſign to pay the Debt, but 


to ſtrengthen the Credit of his Friend *till he himſelf 
ſhall be able to pay his own Debt. But Jeſus Chriſt — |

and he did it moſt willingly and chearfully ; he rejoiced 
in the Undertaking ; ſo it is ſaid of him even before he 
came in the Fleſh, that bis Delights were with the Sons of 
(9.) Among Men none chuſes to be a Surety for an 
Enemy: He may do it for a Friend, but not for one that 
had — him a thouſand Injuries; but Jeſus Chriſt be- 
comes a Surety for his Enemies, Rom. v. 6. For when 
wwe were yet without Strength, in due time Chriſt died for 
dy 3 for ſcarcely for a righteous Man will one die; 
but peradventure for a good Man ſome will even dare to die: 
but God commenaeth his Love towards us, in that while wwe 


were yet Sinners, Chriſt died for us. O wonderful Grace!

[3-] How ſure and laſting the Mercies are! They are 
the ſure Mercies of David.

4-] How free the Mercies are! They come to us 
without our Money, and without our Price; without our 
Merit and Deſerving.

(r.) The Gift of the Goſpel itſelf, which brings the 
good Tidings of Salvation of Sinners, is of Grace, there- 
fore called the Word of his Grace, Acts xx. 32. both bes

Cove- 
nant Mercies are ever conveyed to Men in a Way of 
Duty: Hear, and your Souls ſhall live. He that con er

z5 juſtified from all things So that our Duty and Privileges 


are cloſely joined together. And this may be one Rea- 


ſon why the preſent Settlement of Grace is called a Co- 
venant, even becauſe there is ſomething for us to do. 
It is Preſumption to expect Grace and Glory without the 
Uſe of God's appointed Means. 

Thirdly. The Covenant People of God ſhould be care- 
ful to abſtain from all Sin, from all Appearance of Evil;

Though a true Chriſtian does 
not ground his Hope of Heaven upon his own Doings ; 

et he does not hope for Heaven without Holineſs, 1 John 


iii. 3. He that hath this Hope in lim, purifieth bimſelf, even 


as he is ture [with whom he hopes to dwell in Heaven. ] 
He that hopes for Heaven muſt have ſome good Foun- 
dation for his Hope. An Hope of Heaven is not good 
Hope, unleſs it is founded on Faith and Holineſs; for 
theſe are the Means appointed of God, in order to ob- 
tain eternal Life, 2 T. ii. 13. God hath from the Begin- 
wing chejen yeu to Salvation, through Santtification of the 
Stirit, and Belief of the Truth, Election and Glotifica- 
tion are the firſt and laſt Links of the golden Chain of 


Salvation, Rom. viii. 30. Whom he did predeſtinate, them

[4-] A Profefſion of Intereſt in the New Covenant, 
without Care of Holineſs, is a Deluſion ;: he that lives 
in, and allows of Sin, is a Stranger to the Covenant o 
Promiſe; a Stranger to the Truth of Grace, If the 
Truth of Grace was in his Heart, he cannot ſin as others 
do, and as he himſelf uſed to do. Grace and Holineſs 
go hand in hand; fo that the Man that is without the 
one, is without the other alſo. + - + 

[5.] There is no true Comfort to be drawn from the 
better Covenant, or Teſtament, without Holineſs. Some 
may pretend to a great deal of Comfort, Peace and Jay 
from the Doctrines of Grace, and Promiſes of the Cove- 
nant; but the Spirit of God is no where the Spirit, A- 
doption, but where he is alſo the Spirit of Holinefs, If 
Sinners will talk of Comfort, God will ſay to ſuch, what 
haſt thou to do with Comfort? turn thee behind me; 
the Peace and Comfort of Chriſt and the Goſpel are 7oy 
and Peace in believing, Rom. xv. 13. And in walking by 
Rule of the Word of God, Gal. vi, 16. As many as walk 


according to this Rule, Peace be on them and Mercy, 2 Tim. 
ii. 19. Whatſoever great, good, ſuitable and ſure Mer- 
cies the new Covenant contains, Unbelievers and the Un- 
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holy have no Part or Lot in the Matter. The Foundation

They cannot Juſtify our Perſons, bur they can 
Juſtify our Faith; and evidence our Perſons to be al- 
ready juſtified, James ii. 21. 

(3.) They tend to the Glory of God, and to provoke 


Light ſo ſhine before Men, that they may ſee your good

Fourthly. God's Covenant-People ſhould be _

Tenews the whole Man. One ſerves to keep from Sin; 
the other Diſpoſes the Soul to Holineſs, One ſets Bounds 


to the raging Sea of Mens Luſts and Paſſions; the other 


changes the ] Diſpoſition of the Soul. One ſhews a Man 
that ait ne Righteouſneſs is not in himſelf; the other 
me ws him where it is to be found: Thus they both have 
weir moſt excellent, Utes. Let Chriſt, F aich and Grace 
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go wakes, and Moſes and good Works will "followak 
and they both will do well in the Chriſtian's Life. he 
Law ſends Men to the Goſpel, for a juſtifying Righteouſneſs ; 
and the Goſpel ſends Men to the Law, for a Rule 


Tie. Moſes can lead a Chriſtian, and ſhow him how to 


walk thro the Wilderneſs; but it is Jeu, or Feſus, 
alone, that can bri them into the Heavenly Canaan.
